Message from the National President 


EHIND us lies the year just past with all its uncertainties, its anxieties, its pain and frustration. Despite all the difficulties 

inevitable in the expansion of our Society’s efforts during a time of national crisis, however, all of us must feel a sing- 
ing of spirit that we have done so well. Our courage is high; our momentum is swift and strong; our purposes are increasingly 
clear. How much of our vision for the work of the coming year may be realized is contingent only upon the continuing vigor 
of our attack upon our mutual problems; upon the faith which we manifest in our avowed purposes; upon our ability to grow 
spiritually as well as materially. 

To those of us who were fortunate enough to attend the conference in Chicago, the spirit and the attitude of the partici- 
pants were a heartening realization that the women of Delta Kappa Gamma are attesting their faith in the idealism that 
is theirs in no uncertain fashion. Planning and purpose were behind their utterances; thought was translated into action; 
enthusiasm was contagious. Although it was primarily a meeting of the Executive Board, more than twice that number at- 
tended. It is our hope that by another year we shall be able once again to have our usual Convention. 


Completion of Cur National Organization 


Since the report of the National President, made at the Chicago meeting, and found elsewhere in this issue of the Bulletin, 
the organization of the states of Rhode Island and New Hampshire. has been completed. This finishes our roster of forty- 
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eight states and the District of Columbia, and our National Founder can now survey the vivid and satisfying realization 


of what in 1929 was only a dream. To her belongs most of the credit for the vision which has motivated our efforts, and to 
her our tributes are rendered for the courage and faith that have been hers. 


Expansion in Other Countries 


As is indicated elsewhere in the report of the President, it is now our hope to extend our membership to other countries, 
and naturally we look to our immediate neighbors, Canada and Mexico, as the homes of distinguished women teachers whom 
we may invite to membership in our Society. In accordance with the recommendation adopted by the Executive Board, we 
shall explore possibilities in those two directions during the ensuing months, and we shall hope to have made some perceptible 
progress along that line before another national meeting convenes. In the meantime, may we urge all of you to survey 
your own communities to ascertain whether there may be some foreign educators who have made distinctive contributions al- 
ready among you, who might welcome the opportunity to fellowship in our Society. 


Monthly Newscaster 


From the office of the National President there will be issued each month this year a bulletin which will feature in capsule 
form the current news of Delta Kappa Gamma progress the country over. This has been planned to meet an oft-repeated 
and insistent call for more news about what the other states are doing, and in answer to the demand for information while 
the news is still red-hot. This venture will be successful only to the degree that all of you co-operate in sending items of 
current interest to the office of the National President not later than the last day of every calendar month. It should be 
emphasized that this newscaster will in no way take the place of or minimize the work of the Bulletin, which is our official 
organ. 

Strengthening the Bonds Within Our Own Country 


We should be shortsighted, indeed, were we to assume that with the organization of the last remaining state, our work 
has been largely completed. Apathy still prevails in too many places; momentum is lacking in too many chapters. Our pur- 
poses have failed of practical implementation in too many areas. Vigor, enthusiasm, devotion are present all over the coun- 
try; but indifference, intolerance, and friction in some quarters distress us. That these things are current in any large group 
of organized professional people we concede readily. That they should be inevitable among women of Delta Kappa Gamma 
calibre we are not, however, prepared to admit. We need at intervals to reappraise our purposes to determine whether our 
fellowship is as genuine as we avow; whether our tolerance is as great as we could wish; whether our sincerity of motive is 
apparent in our every act. In short, we need to determine whether our spiritual resources—as yet undiscovered—can be made 
as impressive a tribute to the reality and worth of Delta Kappa Gamma as the substantial growth in membership and the ex- 
pansion of our efforts have attested the strength of our material assets.

Report of the National President 


Members of Delta Kappa Gamma: 


Fo the second time since the cataclysm of that sunny Sunday morning in December, 1941, plunged us into global conflict, 
the women of Delta Kappa Gamma are met to attest their faith in the idealism that is theirs; to take stock of their 
Society’s efforts during this tragic and momentous year; and to plan constructively for the tasks that await them. 

Despite the prophecies of disaster; despite the reiterations of many people that we should inevitably lose many of our 
members; despite the predictions of a great loss of momentum in our Society efforts; despite incalculable difficulties which 
beset us from day to day, Delta Kappa Gamma emerges today an immeasurably stronger society than it was a year ago. 
Of measurable growth there is much tangible evidence; but of the intangible and infinitely more important values that accrue 
from better coordination of efforts, from a developing consciousness of our oneness of purpose, from the increased vigor 
of the programs throughout the country; from the enthusiasm and devotion of our members—there is even greater assurance. 

Despite the apparently insuperable difficulties which met us at the beginning of the year, this has been a good year! 
Next year, we are persuaded, will be an even better one. We should be inappreciative, indeed, if we did not in humility of spirit 
pay tribute to the courage, the devotion, the faith of innumerable Delta Kappa Gamma women who, in this hard year, have held 
up our hands and given articulate meaning to the purposes which they have avowed. It must be a source of tremendous and 
heartening satisfaction to our great Founder to see that at this moment we are perhaps closer to a realization of the vision 
to which in faith she dedicated this organization than we have ever been before. Hers must be a sense of inexpressible re- 
compense in the assurance that Delta Kappa Gamma women are equal to the impact of any challenge; that faced with a 
threat to their solidarity, they will rally nobly to the preservation of all that they hold dear. 

The examination of the tangible evidences of real progress during the past year reveals an impressive array of ac- 
complishments: 

. The much improved coordination of chapter and state efforts with the national program. The vigorous and unre- 
mitting leadership of our State Presidents and our Program Chairmen is responsible for this improvement. 
2. The substantial increase in membership. Our last official count was 19,523 with 571 chapters. Since that time addi- 
tional chapters have been organized, and a large number of new members initiated. It is not impossible that at this 
moment we may have close to 20,000 members with nearly 600 chapters in existence. 
The completion of a vigorous state organizaticn in Maine with Dr. May Allen as sponsor. At the request of Dr. 
Blanton, who did a great deal of the initial organization work, Dr. Allen took over the responsibility for completing 
this organization and conducted initiation ceremonies on June 19. 
4. The final pledging of enough Founders to organize in New Hampshire and Rhode Island. At Dr. Blanton’s request, the 
National President has undertaken the completion of the organization in these two states, and is glad to report that 


the initiation of both groups was made in August. This completes our roster of states, and makes us truly a national 
organization with almost unlimited possibilities of service and influence. 


. 
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5. The completion of Delta Kappa Gamma’s fifst professional monograph. It will be remembered that the committee 
delegated to this task made a report-of progress at the Convention a year ago. Since that time, the research has been 
completed, data refined, and the manuscript prepared for publication. The committee believes that it is presenting 

+ »@ study of real significance in the solution of one of education’s most vexatious problems. The monograph may be 
ordered from Headquarters and used in this year’s programs. 
++ ° 6, Visits by the National President and other National Officers to a number of state meetings, notably Alabama, Dela- 
ware, Connecticut, Maryland, Texas, Minnesota, Mississippi, North Carolina, Florida, Ohio, Wisconsin, Iowa, Indiana. 
. The quality of these state meetings was notably high, and in-every case there were a perceptible enthusiasm and 
_ an invigorating program that were thrilling to experience. 

7. The initiation in various communities of adult forums and discussion groups which attempted to focus group think- 
ing upon the need for better recruiting and selection of the nation’s teachers. 

8. The sponsoring of joint programs with other educational agencies and groups. This has been productive of wide and 
extraordinarily favorable publicity for Delta Kappa Gamma wherever it has been attempted. 


9. The writing of thousands of personal letters, circular letters to State and Chapter Presidents, and articles in the 
Bulletin, with a view to bolstering morale, coordinating efforts, and focusing our united attention upon significant 
developments, 

.. 10. The. organization of the Victory Fund Drive to which we have contributed individually for the purchase of War 
< Bonds. To Mrs. Nina M. Goltry, the efficient chairman of that committee, who organized and brought the drive 
aa to successful fulfillment, we as a Society owe a great debt of gratitude. 

11. Vigorous support in many states of desirable legislation for schools and teachers. There is evidence of a much more 
alert appreciation of the need for the Society’s active support of many desirable bills than we have had in the 


past. This of itself speaks for the organization’s wilmanee and desire to assume some of its obligations of leader- 
ship in these directions. 


12. Notable and consistent progress in the research on Pioneer Women. This has been given tremendous impetus by the 
meticulous and scholarly work of Dr. Helen Marshall, who heads that committee. 


We have taken the opportunity to appraise briefly the outstanding accomplishments of the year in order that we may 
‘~have-a common spring-board for the consideration of the Society’s activities during the ensuing year. The chairmen of the 
various’ committees will make their reports in much more detail. To all of them we owe a debt of gratitude for the vig- 
-orous leadership which they: have displayed, for the consistently loyal support they have Bhar nme for the faith that has 
motivated and sustained their efforts. 


With high courage ‘and equanimity, with faith and purpose let us face the exigencies of the coming year. They cannot 

be met, however, with complacency and self-satisfaction in what we have accomplished. They must be attacked with fore- 

‘sight, with vigor, with greater idealism and increased: clarity of vision. Only thus can we justify our existence; only thus 

ean we make ourselves worthy of the purposes we avow. To that end, therefore, we should like to direct your thinking 

’ to the focusing of our united endeavors upon the attainment of certain obviously clear desiderata. We recommend for the 
coming year: 


=e 1. That we take advantage of the presence in our country of distinguished women educators from other countries and 
invite them, wherever it seems possible, to membership in our Society. Many of them are residents in our own 
communities; many of them have made distinguished contributions to education in their own countries. They need, 

possibly, more than they have ever done before, the sustaining hand of genuine friendship and good will. Let us 

+ seek them out and invite them to membership in our Society. This is the kind of good will at which none may 
cavil and which, incidentally, should serve as an excellent spring-board for the future expansion of our organization’s 

: efforts in other countries. If there were no other reason than a selfish one, this would be an excellent implementa- 

tion of our avowed purposes. We should like, however, to have demonstrated the fact that Delta Kappa Gamma 

women are sincerely “Women of Good Will”. 


2. That we investigate carefully the possibilities of expansion in Canada and Mexico within the very near future. A 
year ago we should have said that this was not the time for us to look to an international extension of our Society’s 
efforts. So rapid has been -our growth, however, during this past year, so great have been the enthusiasm and vigor 
that have characterized our efforts that we feel warranted in suggesting that with the completion of our national 
organization in the states of Rhode Island and New Hampshire, we shall be ready to consider the possibility of ex- 
pansion in the two countries named, always remembering, however, that this type of extension of our efforts must be 
attended with caution and tact. 


8. That the matter of coordinating the work of small groups which feel very keenly the limitations upon travel and 
the difficulties of transportation should receive special attention in the discussions of the State Presidents. Means 
should be found for coordinating the work of these small groups, of capitalizing their energies, of relieving them of 
discouragement. We have found some of the greatest enthusiasm and loyalty evident in these small groups. With 
the right kind of leadership and encouragement they should furnish a tremendous impetus to the work of the or- 
ganization. In connection with the realization of this end, we would suggest that wherever possible the usual rules 
concerning attendance upon a certain number of formal meetings and other similar restrictions, justified in normal 
times, should be relaxed to the point of making it possible for these small groups to function. 

. 4, That there be a continuous and insistent extension of the adult forum and discussion groups, initiated so successfully 
this year by a number of chapters. Let Delta Kappa Gamma women take the initiative in their respective com- 
munities for the organization of such groups, and we shall find, undoubtedly, that we shall profit immeasurably, 
not only in the increased confidence from the school administrators, but in the respect that the community has for 
our organization. 

5. That we emphasize much more specifically arid vigorously the development of our scholarship Purpose. The national 
scholarship committee should unquestionably take prompt and effective measures to stimulate much more interest 
in the national scholarship than was evident this year. That there should be so few people to make application for 
a national scholarship of this size and opportunity, is an evidence that we have not sufficiently publicized this mat- 
ter. At a time when any kind of defensible inducement should be offered to capable people to choose teaching as a 
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profession, it would seem that chapters and state organizations might well give consideration to the problem of 
how their organization can give effective help and challenge to worth-while people in their own communities who 
ought to be thinking about teaching as a profession. .jp/ ; ; . 


6. That some consideration be given immediately to the possibility of beginning an exchange of professors and scholars 
in our own ranks with others in other countries. This, too, is a practical implementation of our theme of under- 
standing, international fellowship, and good will. We recommend that the committee delegated to the task of deter- 
mining an educator’s award should give immediate consideration to the possibilities in this area. : 

7. That the President appoint a committee empowered to survey all reports and blanks now in use for chapter, state, 
and national organizations with a view to eliminating duplication, minimizing labor, and bringing about a greater 
efficiency and a more satisfactory type of report, This recommendation takes cognizance of the numerous comments 
that have been made by members throughout the country who believe that we sometimes duplicate our efforts in the 
variety of reports that have been set up and that we do not have, in many cases, a report blank which would give 
the most valuable information. Both the Executive Secretary and the National President have given consideration 
to this matter on a number of occasions, but they have been unable because of the demands upon their time to give 
this matter the careful scrutiny it deserves. There should be a careful and a complete survey of all the types of 
reports which we use as an organization with a view to eliminating those that are unnecessary and to improving those 
that we retain. 

8. That we continue our efforts in support of the bill for Federal Aid to Education and that we take an unequivocal 
stand on the Equal Rights Amendment. To that end we have provided for an unbiased discussion of the latter bill at 
this session so that we may be informed fully concerning the implications of the bill. This should make it possible 
for us as an organization to take the stand which, perhaps, we should have taken long since. Whatever that 
stand may be, let it be unequivocal. 

9. That we marshal our efforts and take the initiative in attempting to persuade our lawmakers to declare teachers 
front-line defense workers. There has been no united effort in this direction from the educational organizations of this 
country. There have been sporadic attempts to persuade the Congress in an indirect way that teaching is vital war 
work. Delta Kappa Gamma has a clear and unmistakable responsibility in attempting to initiate a movement of 
this kind. 

10. That we utilize every possible means in our respective communities to sponsor joint meetings with other educational 
organizations and that, as often as possible, we take the initiative in sponsoring such meetings. In all the communi- 
ties where such meetings have been held, the results have been inspiring and have served to engender a respect for 
our organization which nothing else could do. 

11. That a regular “newscaster”, which will feature some of the provocative, timely, and worth-while achievements of 
our organizations throughout the country, shall be issued by the Office of the National President. This recommenda- 
tion is in answer to the constant request for some type of provocative news sheet which would give members regular 
information in capsule form of things that are happening in other communities. This would follow the circular letters 
which have been sent out in rather large numbers this past year but would in no way either duplicate or minimize 
the work of the Bulletin. 

12. That our respective organizations identify themselves much more vitally than has been the case in most communities 
with ‘efforts to offer wartime services to children. There have been few attempts on the part of Delta Kappa Gamma 
chapters to take the initiative in this respect in spite of the recommendation made in the combined reports of the 
Program Committee and the Committee on Educational Leadership and the International Crisis. This is a vital op- 


portunity of which we should not be unaware and in which we can certainly exercise our influence much more vig- 
orously than we have hitherto done. 


13. That the National President and such other national offiers as find it possible to go should attempt to make a swing 
through the northwestern states and such other areas as have not had national officers present at their state meetings. 
Some states have been visited frequently by national officers; others have had little or no encouragement from that 
source except by letter and by wire. It would seem d2sirable at this crucial time in our existence for us to think 
very directly about the possibilities of organizing state conventions in such areas in sequence so that a national officer 
may within a period of two weeks visit several of them. The need for this has been voiced by the presidents of many 
organizations. We hope that it will be possible with the permission of the Executive Board for this to be done. 


That we implement the conclusions of the research monograph in a practical way by attempting to do two things © 
during this coming year: (a) Study means of bridging the enormous and ever-widening hiatus between adminis- 
trators and classroom teachers; (b) Circulate among our members an adequate self-evaluation sheet which can be 
filled out voluntarily. These two areas might well be the subjects of investigation for the Research Committee, the 
appointment of which the Executive Board authorized last August and which has not yet been named. That appoint- 
ment has been delayed purposely, awaiting the completion of the present piece of research and the discharge of that 
committee. 

The brutal futility of global war has appalled us with its awful necessities. That there should be causes which made it 
inevitable makes it no less cataclysmic, no less horrible. We see its canker eat away the bloom of every ideal that we cherish, 
every value we enjoy. It mocks our hopes; it makes nonsense of much of our knowledge. It transforms into irony our faith 
in education; it reduces to ashes the arts on which men have expanded their technical skill and their lyric intensity. It makes 
us shamefaced in possessing any private joys, for at this moment they seem precarious and unworthy. We ask ourselves in 
weariness of soul, “Of what avail are all these things when they end only in deliberate death and incalculable chaos?” 

Irwin Edman reminds us eloquently that this is not the first time in the history of the West when men felt that there 
was nothing for them to do but to shudder or to die. When the Peloponnesian War had drawn to its unhappy close, many Ath- 
enians were sure that the end of the world had come; when Alaric the Goth swept down with his hordes upon a ravaged and 
crumbling Rome, men felt that the sky had fallen; when the Thirty Years’ War scourged and prostrated all of civilized Europe, 
men knew that humanity had never experienced so great a convulsion. So it has gone through the centuries, but the sky never 
falls! Men and women always have an absurd but understandable conviction that this present is utterly new, that it has no 
past nor any future. That blessed old philosopher-poet, Lucretius, once said, “Nothing comes out of nothing.” Life goes on, 
and our own tragedies, acute though they be, are never final, nor do they preclude the renascence of a better life. For each 
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-time that humanity goes-down into the Slough of Despond, it emerges after a time, spiestinnae miaataht fiietiial uncertain, 
.but presently its unquenchable spirit takes. on new wings and begins again to soar and sing. It remembers what has been done 
and sees in it an-earnest of what can be done. New expectations are born; new dreams realized; nobler heights achieved. And 
‘once again mankind has climbed to a little higher level than before his most recent cataclysm. 

' Historical perspective shows us that not only were things just as bad, just as portentous, in other days, but it has its 
uses in revealing to us constantly the sources of our current evils, and in that revelation the hints of possible cures. Disaster 
does not benumb us so greatly if in serene perspective we view its long range sources; not for long can we harbor the col- 


lectively suicidal impulse which overtakes us all at intervals ee aa times. Instead we go on having expectations, for 
to live at all, one must expect and hope. 


Why it is that—since we know these things to be true—ynder the impact of great and terrible events we lose our capaci- 
ty to realize these events at all? We are interrupted in living by constant and dreadful intimations of darkness and death. 
We do not so much live as we suspend ourselves between nostalgia for a satisfying past and the roseate hopes of an im- 
possible future. If only, even in these undeniably tragic times, we could each of us imbue herself with a vivid sense of the 
present—one of the best antidotes to despair! We are so haunted by the persistent threat of the loss of all our goods that we 
no longer have the freedom of soul to be wholly sure of such goods as persist. We do not experience the present—each 
moment of it—as richly, as fully, as those completely alive may feel it. For to us, after all, are left the best things in life— 
art and play, friends and affection, and above all, work. All those values which release and enhance the sense of being, the 
sense of joy are with us yet! Some of that brightness of another world is open always to the responsive senses, the wel- 
coming heart, the liberated mind. Every moment of happiness seized thus is another reassuring token of a better world. That 
‘Yugoslav who lost his life in guerilla warfare against the Germans achieved moral insight keener than our statesmen in his 
letter to his unborn son: 

“The spirit of wonder and adventure, the token of immortality, will be given you as a child. May you keep it 
forever, with that in your heart which always seeks the gold beyond the rainbow, the pastures beyond the desert, the 
dawn beyond the sea, the light beyond the dark. May you seek always and strive always in good faith and high 
courage, in this world where men grow so tired. . . . Keep your love of life but throw away your fear of death. 
Life must be loved or it is lost; but it should never be loved too well. ... Keep your wonder at great and noble things 
like sunlight and thunder, the rain and the stars, the wind and the sea, the growth of trees and the return of harvests, 
and the greatness of heroes. Keep your heart hungry for new knowledge, keep your hatred of a lie; and keep your 
power of indignation.” 

This man had drunk deep of the well-springs of life. Would that teachers might seek again and again these eternal 
springs! Would that they might not forget that education—despite all its failures—has transformed the little bundles of 
_ animal savagery born in our time into reasonable and decent human beings! Would that they could remember how unbe- 

lievably noble thousands of those human beings have shown- themselves to be! Would that teachers might reassure themselves 
-constantly with the recollection that even in the shattering disorganization of our times, there are still thousands of ordered 
:and beautiful lives! Would that they might see the social and economic chaos of these days as nothing less than a challenge. 

If only educators—particularly women educators—sensed fully these things we should not be standing, as we are standing, 
on the sidelines watching the battle of the Titans. Instead we should be seizing the initiative; we should be awake and alive 
as never before. Upon women teachers especially this challenge lays its inexorable hand. Upon Delta Kappa Gamma women 

the obligation takes hold! For—once again, let me repeat what I have said before—time swings its inexorable pendu- 
lum, once again, as on so many occasions in the slowly evolving history of the race, the ultimate welfare of the nation’s future 
‘is"in the hands of women. The exigencies of war and its inevitable uncertainties have thrown to us in the past few months 
with a sudden swiftness the responsibility, almost the whole responsibility, for the preservation of our American schools. That 
‘agent of a free people, whether rightly or wrongly, is once more almost wholly ours to preserve. The swift and inescapable 
demands of a war for which we were admittedly ill-prepared and in the demands of which we were not ready to believe 
until a few short weeks ago, have left us gasping with the consciousness of the weight of our responsibility. Whether we 
believe or not that the development of our youth should be in the hands of both men and women, we are faced with a hard 
‘necessity. The country without question is more dependent upon its women teachers at this moment than it has ever been 
-before in its history. 

: ~None of us women who listen to the winds of the times can escape that sense of impending destiny; that imperious chal- 
‘lenge to seize the moment that is ours; that clarion call to undertake the impossible. It is as though the rushing mighty wind 
ef Pentecost were about our ears and its call is unmistakable; it may not be denied. Its swelling diapason reverberates, “Now 
is the accepted time!” Now—not next week; not next year; not when we keep that rendezvous with peace; not when the other 
sex has blocked out the pattern which we may follow; not then—but NOW!

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REPORT OF THE NATIONAL 
EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Madam President and Members of the 
Executive Board: 
SHALL first report upon organiza- 
tion. For the past two years, I have 
worked assiduously upon the organiza- 
tion of the three states not yet in the 
Delta Kappa Gamma fold. In the fall 
of 1942, I had enough pledges to or- 
ganize two of the states; namely Maine 
and New Hampshire, with nearly enough 
in Rhode Island, but found it impossible 
to induce a sufficient number of pledges 
to meet me at the time set, to form a 
state organization. I tried again, with 
the same result, and became convinced 
that some one else nearer to these states 
would be more successful than I in 
completing the organization. This de- 
cision was reached with regret and dis- 
appointment. With the approval of the 
president, I requested Dr. May Allen, 
our National Recording Secretary, to 
complete the organization of Maine, and 
the president undertook to finish the 
organization of Rhode Island and New 
Hampshire. Dr. Allen has now formed 
the state organization of Maine, and 
one chapter, and Dr. Stroh expects to 
organize the remaining two states in 
September. I was glad to turn over to 
these two most capable officers my 
pledges and all of my records; I con- 
gratulate them, and rejoice in their 
success. 
As to travel for Delta Kappa Gamma, 
I have, in the past year, attended three 
state conventions: those of Iowa, Missis- 
sippi, and Texas. At all of these, I took 
part in program activities, and gave ad- 
vice in Delta Kappa Gamma matters. 
As to supplies, a recent inventory 
shows, with the exception of a few ar- 
ticles, sufficient on hand to last at least 
a half year. Order blanks, individual 
and financial records, membership cards, 
and recommendation blanks must soon 
be replaced. More stationery and place 
cards will soon be needed. Other sup- 
plies will probably suffice for from one- 
half year to one and one-half years. 
For supplies, including song books, a 
total ot $1,825.56 has been collected, 
with a total of $128.56 uncollected at 
the present time. My office records show 


the cost of supplies, not including song” 


books, as $1,158.68. The new Song Book 
No. 3 has proved a best-seller, we having 
sold during the year, 2,368 copies. 

Expenses of the headquarters office 
could be considerably reduced during the 
year, if we could obtain correct addresses 
of all members early in the fall. The 
work of checking address plates would 
cost less, and the task be made easier 
for all concerned. 

There are several matters upon which 
I need the advice of the board and these 
I shall submit in the form of questions 
below: 
(1) Presidents have been forbidden by 


the board to return obsolete materials 


and receive credit for them. A few. 


state presidents, however, return obso- 
lete materials in spite of this, and de- 
mand that they be replaced with up-to- 
date materials. What shall I do in such 
cases? (After a full discussion, the sec- 
retary was instructed to destroy such 
materials without replacing them, and 
to send an explanation to the president 
making such a demand. No refund in 
price was to be permitted.) 

(2) Each chapter and state, on or- 
ganization, is allowed, free of charge, 
10 Rituals, 12 Founders’ Day Bulletins, 
and 15 Handbooks. Some chapters and 
states, however, that have been or- 
ganized for a number of years, write 
in, asking for the free allowance of 
these bulletins, stating that they have 
never received them. It is likely that 
these organizations gave their share out 
to their members, and that they have 
disappeared. I have been replying in 
such cases, that the chapter may get 
the bulletins free, if its Founder and its 
first president will certify that the chap- 
ter has never had these supplies. What 
should I do in such cases? (After dis- 
cussion of the matter, the board in- 
structed the secretary not to send this 


supply of free bulletins to any chapter’ 


or state that does not present its claims 
within six months after the date of its 
organization.) 

(3) State presidents order supplies 
(a) for use of their own state organiza- 
tion; (b) for use in organizing new 
chapters. Supplies for new chapters are 
free but those for state use, after the 
first year, are not free. For this reason 
state presidents have been requested to 
send separate orders. for state use and 
for each new chapter. Some refuse to 
do this, or fail to do it, and will. not 
pay the repeated bills sent to them. Shall. 
I continue to fill orders from these 
presidents? (The secretary was instruct- 
ed to require that separate orders be 
sent in for state use and for new chap- 
ters.) Mixed orders:of the type described 
must be corrected and presidents who 
will not see to the payment of bills must 
be sent a letter of explanation and re- 
quired to accompany future orders with 
a check.) 

(4) The Bulletin Committee has | in- 
structed me in future to send all Bulletin 
bills to the treasurers instead of to the 
presidents. This is in the interests of 
more prompt payment of bills. Shall I 
follow this plan in sending bills for 
supplies? Shall the bills be approved by 
the presidents? (After a lengthy dis- 
cussion, it was declared to be the opinion 


of the board that the bills should be. 


approved by the presidents. The secre- 
tary was instructed to send bills to the 
treasurers, each president and treasurer 
to arrange for the approval of each bill 
by the president before the treasurer 
pays the bill.) 


Within the next few months twé’-more 


filing cases for address plates will -be- 


a necessity in my office. I am, therefo: 


asking for $250 from the permanent - 
fund to purchase these cases. As only: 
a convention may authorize expenditures 

from the permanent fund it will be nec-- 

essary for us to vote to. suspend the 

Constitution and grant this request. The 

emergency of our present situation jus- 

tifies such a request. (Action was taken 

suspending the Constitution, and the re- 

quested $250 was granted from the. 

permanent fund.) 


Report of the Editor of the 
Bulletin 


N the March issue of the Bulletin, 

p. 56, the editor published a short 
questionnaire entitled “What Do You 
Prefer?” The purpose of this was to 
get preferences of members, in case of 
drastic curtailment of Bulletin space. 
But few members were moved to réply 
to these questions, so the attempt 
brought no decided results. The editor, 
however, did bring before the Bulletin 
‘Committee all criticisms received during 
the year. 

It was the opinion of the. committee 
that the Bulletin must be-giving fair 
satisfaction, as more compliments than 
criticisms are received. It is not sup- | 
posed that anyone except officers read 


-all of its pages, but the same is true of 


all other teachers’ magazines. Such in- 
formation.as is available shows that 
most members read all parts relating 
to national matters, and all parts re- 
lating to their own state and their own 
chapter. About half read the profes- 
sional articles and nearly all like the 
pictures and the poetry, though a few 
criticise the poetry severely. Nearly all 
expressed approval of Questions and An- 
swers and of News and Comment. The 
committee ordered that, in the interests 
of economy, the Bulletin be kept in its 
same size and form. The contract for 
printing was awarded, not to the lowest 
bidder, but to one who, in the past, has © 
given complete satisfaction. Since the 
number of issues cannot be reduced with- 
out’ losing our classification as second 
class mail matter, it was decided to print 


‘the usual November, “January, March, 


and June numbers, these to average not 
more than 80 pages each. Free space 
was limited to 40 lines each for presi- 
dents’ state messages, and the price for 


: Space to others was fixed at 12 cents 


per line, this being necessary, to cover 
the actual cost per page. States ‘and. 
chapters were urged to aid by each se- 
curing one advertisement per year. 
Because the collection of bills has been 
unusually difficult this year,. the com- 
mittee suggested that the editor try the 
plan of hereafter sending the bills to 
the treasurers, rather than the presi- 
dents. It was agreed, however, that be- 
foré “the treasurer pays a bill she must 
arrange for its approval by the president. -

COMMITTEE ON THE 
NATIONAL ACHIEVEMENT 
AWARD 


HE work of the National Achieve- 

ment Award Committee was done 
through correspondence and through one 
meeting held before the National Board 
Meeting in Chicago, August 30. Guiding 
policies to be used in conferring the Na- 
tional Achievement Award were marked 
out by the preceding National Com- 
mittee of which Miss Eula Lee Carter, 
Texas, was chairman. These policies 
were adopted by the National Board in 
1941 and published in the November 
Bulletin of that year. 

These policies were studied carefully 
by all members of this committee. All 
nominations were thoughtfully weighed 
before the committee agreed that the 
Award of 1943 should be conferred upon 
Dr. Emma Rhinehart, past National 
President. 

It is the opinion of the National 
Achievement Award Committee that a 
blank should be provided for the use of 
each State Committee in sending in 
nominations to the National Committee. 
A blank was devised by this committee 
to be submitted to the National Com- 
mittee for the Study and Revision of 
Report Forms. If the blank is approved, 
it will be sent to all State Presidents 
to be used by their committees in send- 
ing in nominations for the National 
Achievement Award.

Presentation of the National 
Achievement Award 


ELTA KAPPA GAMMA’S Achieve- 

ment Award is conferred annually 
upon one member who has_ rendered 
distinguished service to the organiza- 
tion. Each state has the privilege of 
nominating through a State Achieve- 
ment Award Committee one or more 
persons whom the state committee con- 
siders eligible for this expression of ap- 
preciation from the National Organiza- 
tion. 

A state committee may nominate one 
person for each five hundred members 
or fractional part thereof. No nomina- 
tions may be made by individuals or 
chapters. Members of the National 
Achievement Award Committee may 
suggest names to the Committee or the 
National Committee itself may nominate 
and choose the candidate, if such pro- 
cedure seems advisable. 

In selecting the 1943 candidate for the 
National Achievement Award, services 
to Delta Kappa Gamma were given first 
consideration. These services were eval- 
uated for their local, state, and national 


scope. The committee was happy to find 
that each nominee had, in addition to 
her Delta Kappa Gamma achievements, 
many professional accomplishments out- 
side of Delta Kappa Gamma, .which gave 
further testimony of her ability and suc- 
cess in her profession. 

After deliberate consideration, the 
committee’s choice for the Achievement 
Award in 1943 is Dr. Emma Rhinehart. 
Dr. Rhinehart is the head of the Depart- 
ment of Education in the State Teachers 
College, Charleston, Illinois. She is the 
only woman in Illinois serving as the 
head of a Department of Education and 
one of the few in this section of the 
country to hold such a position. She has 
published professional books and many 
articles in the Delta Kappa Gamma 
Bulletin. 

For eight years, Dr. Rhinehart has 
worked diligently in Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma. In 1935 she became a Founder of 
the Illinois State organization. She or- 
ganized four chapters within her state 
one of which is Gamma where her mem- 
bership continues. From 1938 to 1940 
she was president of her state organiza- 
tion. This proved to be a period of 
preparation for her services as National 
President from 1940-1942. 

The first years of Delta Kappa Gamma 
were necessarily years of organization, 
years for building our strength in num- 
bers, widening our circle of membership 
and extending the organization. As the 
membership grew, the demand for a vital 
National program increased. Dr. Rhine- 
hart sensed the many baffling problems 
facing Delta Kappa Gamma and used 
her insight and her leadership to give 
the organization a program satisfying 
to its membership. Her administration 
marked a turning point in our planning 
and our activities. She helped plan for 
and gave definite support to the fine pro- 
gram of work which has resulted in the 
publication of our first monograph. 
Under her guidance all committee work 
was improved and many procedures were 
simplified. 

Dr. Rhinehart, your vision, your cour- 
age and your ability as a leader and an 
executive have brought Delta Kappa 
Gamma into the beginning of a new era. 
We are grateful for your leadership and 
we hope that we shall have the benefit 
of your counsel for many years to come. 
Please accept this award-as one expres- 
sion of our gratitude. 


COMMITTEE ON THE 
CONSTITUTION 


The Committee on the Constitution 
feels regret that the recent vote on six 
amendments to the Constitution repre- 
sents but little more than one-half of 
our nearly 20,000 members. 

As the text of these amendments ap- 
pears on pages 9 and 10 of the January 


Bulletin, 1943, it is not repeated here. 
The six amendments relate to duties of 
certain committees, to adjustments in 
scholarship funds, to fees of transferred 
members, and to the number of news 
letters required annually of chapters. 
The vote was as follows:

it is evident that all of the amend- 
ments were carried by a large majority, 
and they are now in effect. They will 
be added to the Constitution when a new 
edition is printed. 

Another matter that has been brought 
before the Committee on the Constitution 
is the proposal for a revision of the 
Constitution to take place at the next 
annual convention, if suitable steps can 
be taken in time for such action. When 
the Constitution was first framed, it was 
adopted by the Founders on May 11, 
1929. It was agreed that it would be 
tried out for one year and then revised. 
Accordingly, the first revision took place 
at the first convention, in May, 1930. 

At the close of a period of five years, 
it was again revised at the convention 
meeting in Birmingham, Alabama, in 
1935. Since that time various amend- 
ments have been adopted, but no com- 
plete revision has taken place. 

The committee is of the opinion that 
we should not be constantly tinkering 
with our Constitution. We shall never 
secure an instrument that fully satisfies 
all of our nearly 20,000 members. 

Those who cannot carry out their 
wishes in every small particular, should 
accept the will of the majority without 
constant carping at what they do not 
like. And, on the whole, our members 
have done this. 

The committee is not now recommend- 
ing a revision of the Constitution. In 
another article in this issue of the 
Bulletin it is requesting our members 
to send information as to what provi- 
sions, they think, should be changed. 
The committee will consider all pro- 
posals, and also the need for change in 
the financial status of the national or- 
ganization and the states. If, then, there 
should appear to be real need of revi- 
sion, and the probability of deliberate 
well-reasoned action, the committee will, 
with the approval of the National Presi- 
dent, undertake a revision of the Con- 
stitution. This may require one year, 
or two years may be needed for con- 
sideration and action.

COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION 


pr National-Committee on Legislation 
for Delta Kappa Gamma has made 
an attempt to understand what is tak- 
ing place in the field of legislation that 
affects the welfare of teachers. Trends 
in the area of the economic welfare of 
teachers have been studied and recom- 
mendations made in the light of these 
findings. 

It has been said, many times, that 
America is fighting to achieve the prom- 
ise of democracy. In order to attain 
that end it is necessary on the foreign 


front to defeat the Axis. It is also neces- 


sary to fight on the home front. Our 


success abroad is based upon our success 
at home in maintaining the institutions 
that contribute to morale and productive 
efficiency. America’s schools and teach- 
ers are a part of the home army. What 
is happening to the 894,000 classroom 
teachers, principals, and supervisors in 
the public schools is of supreme concern 
to the American people. 

Our concern this year was confined 
largely to the improvement of the eco- 
nomic status of teachers which included: 


1. Salary 3. Retirement 
2. Tenure 4. Sick Leave 
5. Contractual Relations 
1. Salaries 


a. Low salaries 
100,000 teachers have left the 
schools since Pearl Harbor. 
200,000 teachers are new to their 
positions this school year. 
10,000 teachers are paid less than 
$300 per year. 

66,000 teachers are paid less than | 
$600. 

360,000 are paid less than $1,200— 
the minimum salary for char- 
women in the Nation’s Capital. 
Living costs have risen 22%— 
teachers’ salaries have increased 
only 7%. 

Two of the 48 states have no 
teachers paid less than $1,200. 
The following 26 states have 50% 
or more teachers paid less than 
$1,200. (This includes classroom 
teachers, principals, and super-

In the light of these facts, Delta Kappa 
Gamma members were encouraged to 
work for improvements locally in their 
state legislatures, and for the enactment 
of S. B. 687 in an attempt to meet this 
dire emergency and to save the school 
systems of the nation from collapse. 

The cooperation received from the 
members of Delta Kappa Gamma has 
been very gratifying. The legislative 
chairmen of local and state groups have 
given splendid leadership and aid in the 
work of improving conditions in the 
states. Indications are that greater 
progress has been made in school legis- 
lation this past year than in any other 
previous year. Teachers are beginning 
to realize the value of working together 


. for their common good. Letters poured 


into the National Capital in behalf of 
the Federal Aid Bill. There is urgent 
need for more work along this line. The 
task has scarcely begun. 

This new Federal Aid Bill can and will 
be enacted into law if teachers every- 
where unite in a determined effort to 
secure its passage. The work cannot all 
be done in Washington; it must be a 
cooperative project to which teachers 
throughout the entire nation give their 
loyal support and active help. 

Delta Kappa Gamma members can 


‘make no greater contribution toward 


the improvement of the economic wel- 
fare of teachers than to become an 
active participant in local, state, and 
national legislative programs.

Noting with pleasure the increase in 
concentration upon our program of work 


‘as found in chapter letters, in year 


books, in State Bulletins, and in reports 
from state committees, the National 

Committee on Letters and Publications 

submits the following 
for further guidance: 

1. That in news letters and in local 
publicity each unit in Delta Kappa 
Gamma strive to express and em- 
phasize the spirit of service which 
inspires our program of work. 

2. That chapter committees on publi- 
cations stand ready to co-operate 
with other committees in publicizing 
their special forms of service or 
research when such co-ordination is 
needed. 

8. That in addition to sending news 
letters to the National Bulletin, 
committees keep on the alert for 
other suitable material to submit to 
the editor. 

4, That all concerned with this impor- 
tant phase of our work shall be 
vigilant in maintaining the unity 
and prestige of our organization by 
carrying out all obligations promptly 
and efficiently. 

5. That publicity to members for spe- 
cial achievements or educational 
services be given. Some states have 
given deserved publicity to their 
members by maintaining a column 
or page in the State Teachers Jour- 
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nal. Several state chairmen have 
reported success in editing such a 
news column of Delta Kappa 
Gamma. 

6. That all chapters publish reports of 
pioneer women in local newspapers, 
and that state committees preserve 
these biographies in some permanent 
form. (Several states are planning 
the publication of a pamphlet or book 
containing life, services, and photo- 
graphs of these women, thus making 
the material results of their research 
available to schools and libraries.) 

7. That chapter chairmen be “report 
conscious” all through the year, 
thereby engaging in more corre- 
spondence with state and national 
chairmen. Give more detailed re- 
ports. 

8. That a survey be made of your 
membership for publications of any 
type, keep this information up to 
date, so that such records can be on 
file when needed. One state commit- 
tee (Tacoma, Washington) has be- 
gun a perpetual envelope file of 
clippings and other published mate- 
rial for all chapters and for indi- 
viduals whose work frequently 
receives recognition. Include in your 
report. 

9. That a report be compiled of each 
meeting and activity at the time it 
occurs. Delay causes errors and 
omissions. 

10. That accurate accounts of the life 
and educational achievements of all 
members be written and filed. Nu 
Chapter of Washington has had 
each member write a brief biography 
of some other member. These per- 
sonality sketches will become inter- 
esting records for the future. One 
state has started such a file for its 
state founders. Delta Chapter of 
Nebraska has had each member 
write her autobiography. 

11. That each state consider some means 
of closer contact between chapters. 
Some chapters have a Round Robin 
News Letter, including a brief item 
on the personnel of the chapter, 
interests, and special contributions. 

12. That each chapter must connect 
with the state committee and the 
state must connect with the national 
committee if there is to be close 
harmony and cooperation in letting 
suggestions go from the state com- 
mittee chairmen early in the year 
so that she will have a chance to 
work out a program which unifies 
the state work.

IHE members of the National Member- 
ship Committee wish to thank Dr. 


Stroh, Dr. Reinhardt, Dr. Annie Webb 
Blanton and Dr. Maycie Southall for 
their fine cooperation and suggestions 
offered for the more effective working 
of this committee. 


Dr. Southall has summarized the pub- 
lications from which data may be ob- 
tained to supplement that furnished by 
members. These are given in the Novem- 
ber, 1942, issue of the Bulletin. 


This past spring all states were con- 
tacted, giving all states an opportunity 
to suggest candidates for consideration 
for National Honorary Membership. 
(We thought this would give a more 
representative group for consideration 
for this honor.) Several states respond- 
ed, for which this committee is very 
grateful. All names and data presented 
were referred to all members of this 
committee for their consideration, and 
thus a group was submitted to the 
National Executive Board for their final 
vote. This voting was done in accord- 
ance with the Constitution, Article III, 
Section 13. The two receiving the high- 
est number of votes were Mildred 
McAffee, President of Wellesley, and Dr.

(2) Materials and (3) Opportunity. 

Leadership.—Every state organization 
should have a Music chairman who will 
provide enthusiastic leadership for a 
Music program, which will touch every 
Delta Kappa Gamma in her state. 

The core of our fraternity life is, of 
course, to be found in the chapter meet- 
ings. So it is of primary importance 
that chapter fellowship be -stimulated 
through the efforts of a capable chapter 
Music chairman. 

Materials.—In Sonc Boox III there 
are beautiful songs which will . soon 
become favorites of every chapter—that 
is, if there is opportunity to learn them, 
and to sing them. Let’s make it our goal 
to have a song book for every member 
in each chapter. These books are just 
thirty-five cents each, and chapters owe 
themselves the privilege of ownership. 
The chapter Music chairman should be 
custodian of the books; otherwise they 
are left at home, lost, or misplaced. 

Opportunity to Sing—Now let us as- 
sume a chapter has its musical leader- 
ship provided in the person of an enthu- 
siastic, capable chairman; it has a SonNG 
Book III for every member.

COMMITTEE ON PIONEER 
WOMEN TEACHERS 


HE Pioneer Women Teachers Re- 

search project is devoted to a study 
of the contribution of individual women 
to education. The national committee 
consists of the following: Dr. Elizabeth 
Graybeal, Duluth, Minnesota; Miss Tom- 
mie Reynolds, Murphysboro, Tennessee; 
Mrs. Lalla Odom, Austin, Texas; Miss 
Mary Birr, Milwaukee, Wisconsin; Dr. 
Ida Bell Thomas, Salisbury, Maryland; 
Mrs. Lillian McCook, Natchitoches, 
Louisiana; Mary Ann Gillispie, Raton, 
New Mexico; Dr. Helen Marshall, Nor- 
mal, Ill. (chairman). The committee has 
conducted its work entirely by corre- 
spondence. 

During the past year, instructions for 
gathering materials were prepared by 
the national committee. Copies were 
sent to all state chairmen and state 
presidents, and in some cases, to local 
chairmen. Lack of funds and secretarial 


help rendered it prohibitive for the na- 
tional chairman to send instructions to 
all chapters. 

Data on seventy-three women teachers 
are now in the national archives. This 
material has come from the states of 
Alabama, Arizona, Colorado, District of 
Columbia, Georgia, Illinoisy Indiana, 
Kansas, Massachusetts, Tennessee, 
Texas, and Wisconsin. Data vary from 
a single card with meager birth, death, 
and years of teaching to substantial 
stacks of notes, sheets, photographs, 
clippings, and letters of reminiscence 
and appreciation. Illinois chapters have 
filed information on forty-six teachers. 
Kansas ranks next with eight, Wiscon- 
sin and Georgia each with four, Ten- 
nessee with three, and other states, one. 

A preliminary survey early in the 
spring of 1943 brought replies from 
twenty-four state presidents, but only 
twelve of the forty-eight organized states 
returned the official reports in July. 
Several state chairmen reported that 
local chapters were participating in the 
study, but that data were being retained 
in state and local files. During the past 
year, data in the national chairman’s 
files have been sorted and organized. 
Data are filed alphabetically under the 
name of the state from which the data 
have been submitted. A biographical 
and cross-index are also kept. Some of 
the data indicate careful scholarship and 
that the teacher selected was worthy of 
it. Other data are so poorly documented 
and fragmentary that it is difficult to 


tell whether the subject merits further - 


investigation. Every item that is sent 
in is carefully filed; later, something 
that is truly worth-while may be sént 
in which will really merit a place for 
that pioneer teacher. No file is ever 
closed. 

Frequent inquiries are made as to a 
definition of pioneer teachers. The com- 
mittee has adopted the rather liberal 
interpretation that pioneers are trail- 
blazers, persons who point the way for 
those who are to follow. This inter- 
pretation permits recognition of teachers 
whose claim to fame lies in their chrono- 
logical appearances, in their contribu- 
tions to education, and those who have 
opened entirely new fields. Women who 
have not taught school, but have found- 
ed schools or endowed educational proj- 
ects, might well be included in such a 
study. 

The seventy-three partial studies in 
the national archives constitute a rare 
treasure trove. They reveal accounts of 
courageous, undaunted, self-sacrificing, 
and all too often, unrewarded and poorly 
compensated women. 

It is the hope of the committee that 
outcomes of the project will be a deeper 
appreciation of the contributions made 
by women to the cause of education, a 
keener challenge to present day pro- 
fessional activity, and a book dedicated 
to the colorful and moving history of 
great pioneer women teachers. Mow 


.soon this may be accomplished depends 


upon the cooperation of the various state 
and local organizations. Publication 
should be approached with some fear 
and trepidation. Whatever issues from 
the press should bring honor to both 
the profession and to Delta Kappa 
Gamma. In such a publication, Delta 
Kappa Gamma might do well to use as 
a guide, the high standards exemplified 
in the Marcus Jernigan Essays in Amer- 
ican Historiography.

COMMITTEE ON PROGRESS 


E National Committee on Progress 

with a new personnel and an inex- 
perienced chairman has done little more 
than profit by the excellent work of its 
predecessor. Acting upon the recom- 
mendation of last year’s committee, the 
questionnaire formerly used was revised 
and shortened somewhat. With the co- 
operation of the National President and 
the National Bxecutive Secretary, the 
Progress Committee’s questionnaire was 
included with the report forms printed 
and sent to state presidents from the 
national office. 

By July 7th the National Chairman 
had received sixteen (16) of these re- 
ports from state presidents. Committee 
reports had been received from five state 
chairmen and one chapter chairman. In 
all, nineteen states reported, either 
through a state president or a state 
chairman, or both. 

In the light of these reports, the com- 
mittee has gathered the following infor- 
mation relative to Progress: 

(1) Membership Growth.—There was 
an increase of sixteen chapters 
and 731 members this past year. 
Considering war-time difficulties 
in transportation (mentioned by 
several state presidents) this re- 
port is better than at first appar- 
ent. 

(2) Promotion of the National Pro- 
gram.—All states reported sincere 
efforts at following the recom- 
mendations of the National pro- 
gram. Some of the program 
emphases mentioned were: Study 
of Pioneer Women Teachers, Study 
of South American Neighbors, 
“Teachers in the Front Line of 
Defense,” “Trying to Raise the 
Level of Teachers.” 

Support of the bill for Federal 
Aid for Education seemed practi- 
cally unanimous, while many state 
bills relative to teacher welfare 
and education were successfully 
promoted. 

Three states reported 100% of 
quota paid on the National War 
Bond Project. Several were very 
near their goals. Some could not 
give their percentage because of 
incomplete reports. 
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All states reported members 
heartily engaging war activi- 
ties. Miss Mamie E. Jenkins, in 
her splendid report, enumerated 
a total of 18 kinds of war activi- 
ties engaged in by members in 
North Carolina. 

(3) Cooperation with Other Agencies. 
—aAll states reported cooperation 
with the N.E.A. and their local 
education associations. Some other 
agencies recorded were: Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, P.-T. A., 
Red Cross, A.A.U.W., Business 
and Professional Women’s Club, 
A.C.E., Pi Lambda Theta, State 
Child Welfare Association, Y.W. 
C.A., ete. 

All of the items mentioned 
above indicate progress, not only 
in achievement but in the spirit of 
interest and cooperation on the 
part of individual members. Many 
of the reports received empha- 
sized, particularly, the splendid 
participation of the society’s mem- 
bership in spite of war-time hand- 
icaps. 

Among the outstanding achieve- 
ments listed by the states report- 
ing were: “Research work on 
Pioneers in Education,” “Active 
participation of members in the 
Legislative Program,” “Excellent 
programs,” “Establishment of the 
first summer scholarship in the 
state,” “Enthusiastic chapter en- 
terprises,” “Retirement bill,” 
“New chapters,” “Participation of 
more teachers,” “Excellent attend- 
ance at chapter meetings,” “At- 
tainment in Victory War Bond 
Project,” “Persuading state to al- 
low women in medical schools.” 
Among the outstanding achieve- 
ments mentioned were the com- 
pilation of an original song book 
and the collection of autobio- 
graphical sketches of each mem- 

Acting upon the suggestions sent in 

by state presidents, the committee makes 
these recommendations: 

(1) That a careful study be made of 
our present committee “set-up” 
with the idea of eliminating those 
committees that present a dupli- 
cation of reports and duties. 

(Doubt was expressed as to the 
need for a Committee on Prog- 
ress whose reports are duplications 
of items reported by other com- 
mittees.) 

(2) If such a constitutional change is 
not made to eliminate the com- 
mittee, it is recommended that 
definite help and information (as 
to the nature of the annual report 
desired) be sent by the National 
Committee on Progress to state 
chairmen for their distribution to 
chapter chairmen within the first 
quarter of the school year. 


There is a definite need felt for closer 
cooperation in national, state, and chap- 
ter committee work and a clearer under- 
standing of the committee’s purpose and 
duties.

If the resolutions to be presented are 
to be limited to the usual ones of appre- 
ciation for service and courtesies and 
even a few generalities such as reitera- 
tion of our faith in democracy, then the 
committee ceases to be a standing work- 
ing committee and becomes simply a 
convention committee. 


Some chapters appoint committees on ~_- 


resolutions, whose chairmen write the 

National Chairman saying: “What do 

you want us to do?” So far as the 

Bulletin records, only thirteen state 

presidents have appointed chairmen of 

resolution committees. 

Therefore, the National Committee 
recommends for your consideration the 
following plan: 

1. Each chapter president shall ap- 
point a chairman of a committee on 
resolutions, whose name shall be 
listed with the state chairman. 

-2. Each state president shall appoint a 
chairman of a state committee on 
resolutions, whose name and address 
shall be sent to the National Chair- 
man, and printed in the Bulletin. 

3. Chapter chairmen shall formulate 
policies reflecting their members’ 
attitudes and send these reports to 
their state chairmen by April 15 
each year. Each state chairman 
shall edit these reports and by May 
15 shall forward to the National 
Chairman all such resolutions as 
are national in scope. 

The National Committee shall give 
careful consideration to these state 
reports and from them formulate 
the resolutions to be submitted to 
the National Convention. 

By this more democratic procedure it 
is hoped that the work of this National 
Committee may function more vitally 
and become more helpful to the chapters.

COMMITTEE ON RETIREMENT 
FUNDS 


IHE year 1942-43 shows significant 

achievements in the field of retire- 
ment. Measured against Henry James’ 
classic yardstick, “The great use of life 
is to spend it for something that outlasts 
it,” the use of time and effort in many 
parts of our country ranks exceedingly 
high. The palm for legislative successes 
goes to Oklahoma and Wyoming who 
have at long last enacted laws providing 
for state-wide retirement systems. In 
both states the teachers assessed them- 
selves to cover the expense incurred in 
organizing campaigns, though the N.E.A. 
had set aside five thousand dollars to 
assist unprotected states in securing per- 
missive legislation, preferring to win

their goals on their own pocketbooks. 


Oklahoma and Wyoming are not the 
only states which richly deserve congrat- 
ulations. Virginia enacted a new law 
putting her system on a sound actuarial 


basis.. Arizona amended its laws to 
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change from the pension type to a joint 
contributory system, and her neighbor, 
Arkansas, passed amendments which 
greatly strengthen her retirement law. 
Nebraska succeeded in securing retire- 
ment systems for her two cities of more 
than forty thousand, a decisive victory 
which brings state-wide protection closer. 
Louisiana, New Jersey, Colorado and 
Georgia have extended and strength- 
ened their retirement laws, and a number 
of other states enacted amendments of 
minor importance, most of which pre- 
serve membership in the system for 
members serving in our country’s armed 
forces. 

Reports from state retirement chair- 
men certify that the Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma Society has shouldered a goodly share 
of the burden and bear testimony of 
skillfully directed efforts and unflagging 
perseverance. To Delta Kappa Gamma 
goes credit for effective work in these 
struggles for greater retirement pro- 
tection. 

* Another fine bit of work, so delicate 
and elusive that its effects cannot be 
measured, yet unquestionably as potent 
as yeast in the eventual results, deserves 
comment. Delta Kappa Gamma women 
in states with strong retirement systems 
have extended help to Delta Kappa 
Gamma women in unprotected states, 
with the promise of support and encour- 
agement until victory has been won. 
What a heart-warming gesture that was! 

Though there are many states which 
could strengthen their systems or make 
them more adequate in meeting the re- 
quirements of this war period, there are 
but nine states without legislation for 
state-wide systems, and in most of those 
there is already retirement protection 
for many teachers. These are Colorado, 
Delaware, Idaho, Iowa, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Oregon and South Caro- 
lina. To them we say, as did the old 
mammy, “Lor’, chile, when yuh ain’t got 
an education, yuh jes’ got to use yo’ 
brains,” but we will paraphrase her 
admonition, “When yuh ain’t got the 
retirement system yuh want yuh jes’ got 
to use yo’ brains to get it.” 

The release of the Beveridge report 
in England and its repercussion in the 
form of the so-called American Beveridge 
Plan on this side of the Atlantic focus 
our attention upon all social security 
legislation. You will recall that Bev- 
eridge attempted to draw up plans to be 
put into effect during the post-war re- 
construction period. His aim was to 
make want under any circumstances un- 
necessary. He was attacking Want alone, 
though Disease, Idleness, Squalor and 
Ignorance are also barriers to recon- 
struction and must be considered in any 
comprehensive policy of social progress. 
It is interesting to note that British 
teachers feel that there are “defects, 
some of which are vital, in application 
and detail” and that, if the plan as now 
drawn, were to be adopted, “they (the 
teachers) would be called upon to pay 


the maximum comprehensive rate of con- 


tribution with very much less assurance 
of receiving benefits of an equal rate 
with the workers in general.” 

In this country, it seems probable that 
the N.R.P.B. report will be allowed to 
simmer awhile and a plan be presented 
later. Changes in our present social 
security laws are opposed by many be- 
cause of the already heavy burdens on 
the taxpayer. For the present, all we 
can do is to await possible further de- 
velopments. But it is well to remember 
that Congress has not acted on any social 
security proposals since 1939, and under 
existing laws public employees are ex- 
cluded. 

Let us be alert, but it is to be hoped 
that we will not sniff the air and mistake 
for some hell’s broth of legislation every 


‘odor of wild duck frying in Rumor’s 


kitchen. 

As your retirement chairman I wish 
to express my warmest appreciation and 
gratitude to our president, Dr. Stroh, for 
her wise counsel and encouragement, to 
the state chairmen for keen constructive 
thinking and vigorous leadership in their 
state organizations, to the state presi- 
dents for their penetrating insight in 
analyzing the retirement problems of 
their several states and their generous 
cooperation in furthering the work of 
the chairmen, and to the committee, 
Daisy Brown of Minnesota, Bertha 
Carter of Nebraska, Esther Knox of 
Washington, Sue Powers of Tennessee 
and Madilene Veverka of California, five 
great women to whom I am deeply in- 
debted for their outstanding help 
throughout the year. 

The quality and quantity of work done 
in many states has been excellent. It 
is my hope that in 1943-44 every chapter 
in every state will have a working chair- 
man. Is it too much to ask that every 
chapter send in a report to its state 
chairman, and that every state chairman 
report achievement? 

Teacher retirement systems are among 
the finest of all security programs. They 
are protective enterprises for the pur- 
pose of mutualizing our hazards. Retire- 
ment systems are as sound and whole- 
some as bread and butter, as good busi- 
hess as paying your bills, as democratic 
and American as the Liberty Bell, and 
exemplify perfectly our Delta Kappa 
Gamma principle of “All for each and 
each for all.” To reach their fullest 
effectiveness, they must be understood, 
protected and nurtured. And who are 
better able to take the lead in these 
matters than you, the leaders in Delta 
Kappa Gamma?

THE DELTA KAPPA GAMMA 
"SCHOLARSHIPS FOR 1944 


N future, a brief summary about all 

Delta. Kappa Gamma Scholarships for 
the current year will be carried in the 
first three issues of the Bulletin, this in- 
formation appearing immediately after 
the Message from the National Presi- 
dent. 

There has been completed a founda- 


‘tion for one National scholarship, called 


the Annie Webb Blanton National Delta 
Kappa Gamma Award. Any member of 
Delta Kappa Gamma who can use this 
scholarship for post-graduate work be- 
yond the master’s degree, is eligible to 
receive this award. At present the award 
is $1,000. The recipient may use this 
for a year’s study in any university ap- 
proved by the National Scholarship 
Committtee. Requests for blank forms 
and information sheets should be sent 
to the National Executive Secretary, 
Annie Webb Blanton, 1909 Cliff St., 
Austin, Texas. Applications, properly 
filled out, with picture of the applicant, 


and all information required, should be 
in the hands of the National President, 
Dr. M. Margaret Stroh, Wilson Teachers 
College, Washington, D. C., not later 
than March 1, 1944. (See the report of 
the Scholarship Committee, November 
Bulletin, 1939, pp. 17-18.) - 

Texas has three state scholarships in 
the University of Texas, called, respec- 
tively, the Annie Webb Blanton, the 
Eula Lee Carter, and the Mamie Sue 
Bastian Texas Delta Kappa Gamma 
Scholarships. These pay the awardee 
$30 per month for 8 months. Preference 
is given to graduate students and to 
those having high records in college. 
Texas also has two summer school state 
scholarships. One has been placed at 
the North Texas State Normal College, 
Denton, Texas, and is called the Cora 
M. Martin Texas Delta Kappa Gamma 
scholarship. The second summer scholar- 
ship is at the San Marcos Teachers 
College and is called the Sue King Delta 
Kappa Gamma scholarship. 


Texas State Delta Kappa Gamma 
scholarships are open to Texas mem- 
bers of the sorority. Applications for 
blanks and other information, should be 
made to the Texas State President, Dean 
Julia Hubbell, East Texas State Teachers 
College, Commerce, Texas. All applica- 
tions and other materials required, must 
be in the hands of the State President, 
not later than April 1, 1944. Additional 
summer school scholarships in the Uni- 
versity of Texas may be awarded by 
vote of the 1944 state convention, if 
there should be few applicants for the 
long-session scholarships. 

The Alpha Chapter, Austin, Texas, has 
completed a $1,500 foundation for a 
summer school scholarship in the Uni- 
versity of Texas. The income of the 
$1,500 foundation was first awarded 
as a scholarship in 1943. This award is 
called the Clara M. Parker Delta Kappa 
Gamma scholarship, and is open only to 
members of the Alpha Chapter of Texas. 
Applications for blanks and other mate- 
rials should be made, not later than 
April 1, 1944, to the president of the 
chapter, Mrs. Dorothy Reed Peckham, 
8304 Gilbert St., Austin, Texas. 


The Gamma Chapter of Houston, 
Texas, has a summer-school scholarship 
in the University of Houston, open to 
members of that chapter; it is called 
the Mamie Sue Bastian Scholarship, and 
pays to the recipient $60 for the summer 
session. Application for blanks should 
be made to the chapter president, Mrs. 
Pauline M. Crouch, 801 Redan Ave., 
Houston, Texas. All materials relating 
to the application should reach the Presi- 
dent before May 31, 1944. 

Louisiana has two foundations of 
$1,500 each for summer-session scholar-. 
ships. The May A. Allen Delta Kappa 
Gamma Scholarship at Tulane Univer- 
sity was awarded in 1943 to Miss Flor- 
ence Blanchard, past president of the 
Rho Chapter. Because of illness after 


the opening of the summer session, how- 
ever, Miss Blanchard was unable to use 
the fund then accumulated, $50. The 
second scholarship, made possible in the 
fall of 1942, is the Grace Bordelon Agate 
Delta Kappa Gamma Scholarship at the 
Louisiana State University. This scholar- 
ship was to have been granted first in 
the summer of 1948, but since the inter- 
est accrued was lightly less than ten dol- 
lars, and since the times were too uncer- 
tain to increase this sum by a donation 
from the state treasury, it was decided 
that this award would necessarily be de- 
layed until the summer of 1944, Louisi- 
ana Chapter presidents are urged to ad- 
vertise these scholarships for 1944 to 
their members. Application blanks— 
which may be obtained from the state 
president, Miss D. Vickers, Box 89, Col- 
lege Station, Hammond, Louisiana— 
should be properly filled in and mailed, 
with the applicant’s picture, before April 
15, 1944, 

The M. Madilene Veverka Scholarship, 
summer session, University of California 
at Berkeley, pays one hundred dollars. 

Conditions of Award—1944 

1. Applicant shall have been a mem- 
ber of the Delta Kappa Gamma 
National Honor Fraternity for 
Women in Education for at least 


three years. 

2. Applicant shall be a resident of 
California. 

3. Applicant shall have an A. B. de- 
gree, or its equivalent. 

4. Applicant shall have a_ specific 


problem in mind for study and 
research. 

5. Application must be in the hands 

of the California State President 
on, or before, April 1, 1944. 
For further information, write to 
Mrs. J. Maria Pierce, 
Box 272, 
Pasadena 17, California. 

(Printed application forms for this 
scholarship will be in the hands of each 
California chapter president.) 

The editor has indirect information 
that an additional state scholarship has 
been formed. 

The Ohio state organization, at its 
recent convention, set aside a $6,000 
long session state scholarship founda- 
tion, at the State University of Ohio, and 
named the scholarship, the Margaret 
L. White Delta Kappa Gamma Scholar- 
ship. 

Members appear to lack information 
as to scholarships. Chapter presidents 
should take up this subject at each 
chapter meeting, and remind possible 
applicants to make their applications on 
time. 


THE NATIONAL CONFERENCE 


| giving this summary, the editor is 
omitting actions taken at the confer- 
ence, which are reported by officers or 
committees, and, therefore, occur in 
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other parts of the Bulletin. 

There were present at the National 
Conference three of the National Found- 
ers: Dr. Annie Webb Blanton, Dr. Helen 
Koch, and Mrs. Ruby Terrill Lomax. All 
of the National Officers were in attend- 
ance, except the Second Vice-President, 
and all of the Past National Presidents, 
except Miss Mamie Bastian, who is an 
invalid. All of the states were repre- 
sented except Maryland, New Jersey, 
Oregon, Pennsylvania, and Washington. 
A total of 135 members were registered. 

The Constitution was suspended to 
permit the board to allow, out of the 
permanent fund, $250 for the purchase 
of filing cabinets for addressograph 
plates for the Executive Secretary’s 
office. 

$200 was added to the budget for the 
President’s office to meet expenses of 
“The Newscaster,” and $500, for work 
of the Research Committee. 

It was decided to hold a national con- 
vention in 1944, if war conditions did 
not forbid, final decision in this matter 
to rest with the National Executive 
Board. The date of the next convention 
was set as some time in the week of 
August 21-25, 1944, and the convention 
city chosen was Cleveland, Ohio. 

The ruling was made that in case of 
states that cannot hold a state conven- 
tion in 1944, since this is election year 
for state officers, such elections might 
be held by the respective state boards, 
with the provision that before -having 
such action taken, each state president 
must apply to the National President for 
a ruling permitting such election to be 
so held. 

The Scholarship Committee announced 
the selection as recipient of the Na- 
tional Scholarship for the session of 
1943-44 Miss Bessie M. Stanchfield, of 
St. Cloud, Minnesota. The National 
Board, on motion of Dr. Lolabel Hall of 
New York, appointed a committee con- 
sisting of the present National Presi- 
dent and all the Past National Presi- 
dents, to consider the matter of the em- 
ployment of a full-time executive secre- 
tary when the present secretary resigns 
in the fall of 1945. 

The committee is to investigate such 
matters as qualifications, tenure, salary, 
and available candidates, and make a 
report to the Executive Board, which 
is vested with authority to employ such 
an officer. On motion of Miss Hazel 
Nielson, the first National President (Dr. 
Blanton) was made chairman of this 
committee. 

It was strongly urged that beginning 
in the early fall, each year, chapter 
and State Presidents take several occa- 
sions to inform members of the advan- 
tages of national, state, and chapter 
scholarships open to them, and to urge 
each member needing assistance for 
further college study, to make applica- 
tion for some scholarship to which she 


is eligible, 
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Dr. Lolabel Hall was elected to the 


vacancy on the Bulletin Committee, and 
Dr. Maycie Southall to the vacancy on 
the Committee on the Educators’ Award. 

The National Achievement Award was 
bestowed upon Dr. Emma Reinhardt, 
Past National President. 

Needs of the national and the state 
organizations were discussed, and it was 
pointed out that probably the only way 
of meeting these needs would be a re- 
vision of the Constitution. The commit- 
tee on the Constitution announced the 
intention of holding such a revision with- 
in the next two years, if there seems to 
be a need for such a revision. 

The President was requested to ap- 
point two special committees: 

(1) A committee to examine all re- 
port blanks and suggest improved forms; 
(2) a committee to consider the pioneer 
figurines and set up standards as to 
desirable sizes and weights of such fig- 
urines, and any other desirable stand- 
ards which will improve ease of trans- 
portation and the quality of the “doll 
exhibits”. 

Mrs. Nina M. Goltry reported the total 
amount collected by the bond drive as 
$11,740. It was decided to close the bond 
drive after accepting any other funds 


‘that have been collected for this purpose.

Shall We Revise the Constitution? 


fey proposal is now pending as to 

whether Delta Kappa Gamma shall 
attempt to make a revision of its Con- 
stitution. If such a plan is followed, 
there is a definite procedure to be ob- 
served. The Constitution is not turned 
over to be torn to shreds at a convention, 
without due notice to all members as 
to what changes will be proposed. Our 
members are now requested to examine 
the Constitution carefully, and to send 
as soon as possible to the Chairman of 
the Committee on the Constitution all 
suggestions which they have as to 
changes in the Constitution which they 
consider desirable. In proposing changes, 
each member should offer arguments 
for each change which she suggests. 
The chairman will submit to the vote 
of the committee all proposals which 
appear to have behind them strong sup- 
port. The committee will vote upon the 
submission of all proposals, and those 
receiving a 2/3 vote favorable to sub- 
mission, will be submitted to the con- 
vention for revision. 

The proposals for change so approved 
must be published in the March issue 
of the Bulletin. Our members will be 
thus informed as to what changes may 
be made. They are put on notice as to 
possible revisions. No revisions not so 
published, may be made at the conven- 
tion. This procedure prevents rash, ill- 
considered proposals made on the spur 
of the moment. 


It should be clearly understood that 
in a revision of the Constitution the Na- 
tional Organization decides each point. 
It is not voted upon by the chapters 
and the chapters do not instruct the 
states how to vote. Each state votes for 
the best interests of the whole state or- 
ganization, and casts one vote for each 
five paid-up active members. The mem- 
bers present from each state decide at 


_the convention how the vote of their 


state shall be cast. It is in this way 
that the National Organization can act 
from a national viewpoint for the good 
of the entire organization and is not al- 
ways subject to chapter vote, which is 
sometimes from a local viewpoint only. 

One situation which inclines the com- 
mittee on the Constitution to the view 
that a revision of the Constitution may 
be needed now is the financial plight of 
both the national and the state organiza- 
tions. 

These have, in the past, been too gen- 
erous to their children, the chapters. 
The original plan to give to a chapter 
half of the fees, % going, respectively, 
to the state and the national organiza- 
tions, was, unfortunately, altered, to 
giving, in addition, all of the annual dues 
for ten members to each chapter. This 
plan left a very inadequate support to 
the higher organizations. At present, 
Delta Kappa Gamma has, approximately, 
6,000 members who pay no dues what- 
ever to either state or national organiza- 
tion, ten per chapter making a large 
number in the aggregate. In case of a 
state having ten to fifteen small chapters 
the number of members paying dues to 
the state is but few per chapter, and 
very small as a total, the sum being 
inadequate to support a state organiza- 
tion with dignity. A great and influen- 
tial organization like Delta Kappa 
Gamma should make provision for ade- 
quate support of both national and‘ state 
organizations. Members should face the 
facts and bring about the necessary 
changes. At present the national or- 
ganization is in danger of a deficit at 
the end of each year. Committee chair- 
men complain of the expenses that they 
must bear themselves. All who admin- 
ister funds live in constant dread of ex- 
ceeding the budget, because often the 
budget is inadequate. Moreover, a new 
expense is in prospect. In the fall of 
1945, the present Executive Secretary 
will retire. A new, well-qualified, full- 
time secretary should be employed to 
replace the present half-time secretary. 
We should not wait to provide for her 
salary until she is actually elected. She 
must know, beforehand, what salary she 
will receive. Last year, the writer at- 
tended a convention of a state whose 
revenues were so inadequate to carry on 
state activities, that the chapters volun- 
tarily assessed themselves to support the 
state organization. Should we allow such 
a situation? 

The writer belongs to several large 
national organizations in all of which 
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the annual dues are higher than in Delta 
Kappa Gamma. In all of these the na- 
tional organization receives a_lion’s 
share of the dues. The reputation of 
the national organization sets the pres- 
tige of the state and of the chapter, 
and both state and national organizations 
should provide adequately, though not 
extravagantly, for their own support. 

How should this be done? 

Another cause of need for more rev- 
enue for carrying on work of the na- 
tional organization is the approaching 
necessity for more office space. The na- 
tional office occupies two rooms, and 
at present there is not room for another 
filing cabinet. The new cabinet for ad- 
dress plates must occupy the middle of 
the floor, as no wall space is available, 
and, in mailing the Bulletin the present 
open ‘loor space is inadequate. More 
space must be provided in the near 
future. 

If you think that we should revise our 
Constitution, do not wait till all plans 
are made, or until the proposal is aban- 
doned, but please send your suggestions 
at once to the chairman of the commit- 
tee, Miss Annie Webb Blanton, 1909

Under “Progress of Delta Kappa 
Gamma,” pp. 58 and 59, in the present 
issue of the Bulletin, is given the mem- 
bership of the several states. It might 
be well for each state, in making pro- 
posals for change, to ask itself how 
much strength it can muster to bring 
about any provisions that it may advo- 
cate. 


PROSPECT AND RETROSPECT* 


By HELEN L. Kocu 

IS is a birthday celebration, but 

since we have already taken note of 
the event with the usual trappings which 
our culture dictates for such an occa- 
sion—with candles, cake, gifts, congratu- 
lations and laughter—I have chosen, as 
I watch Delta Kappa Gamma pass an- 
other milestone in her career, to be 
thoughtful about the course her develop- 
ment has taken in these first fourteen 
years and, also, since she is fourteen, 
to try to envisage in broad outline what 
maturity for her may imply. I want to 
encourage her to indulge in that soul- 
searching and planning without which 
social adultness can not be achieved. 
Since sociologists are none too well 
agreed upon the characteristics which 
distinguish a mature culture and have 
scarcely faced the question of the linea- 
ments of a mature organization, I hope 
you will forgive me if I pursue my 
objective without elaborate dialectic and 
if I merely assume that the maturity of 
an organization composed of persons can 
be conceived in terms at least somewhat 
similar to those applied to persons.

National Convention in Chicago, August 31, 1943. 


Since we are told that an individual’s 
purposes, and the methods he employs 
to achieve these, are more -significant 
criteria of his maturity than is even his 
external form, I propose to examine 
some of Delta Kappa Gamma’s major 
purposes, interests, and methods of 
work with the concept of social ma- 
turity in mind. 

What are Delta Kappa Gamma’s pur- 
poses? Let us look at them one by one. 
She has, first, the purpose of giving 
recognition to women who, in the opin- 
ion of competent judges, have served 
better than their peers in the role of 
teacher. Since I believe teaching an 
activity significant for human welfare 
and since I am convinced the social group 
must give encouragement to that which 
it considers desirable, I can not have 
serious doubts regarding the worthiness 
of giving recognition for teaching well 
done. I am convinced, too, that the rec- 
ognition which he receives from his 
peers seems particularly discriminating 
and satisfying to the workman. A good 
worker, being self critic, may be more 
buoyed by the favorable judgment of 
his fellow workers than by even the 
appreciation and support of those he 
serves. Hence, it does seem fitting to 
me that teachers should encourage ef- 
fective teachers. 

In the group chosen for recognition, 
Delta Kappa Gamma, I believe, has 
shown good judgment. The timbre of 
those selected for membership, most will 
agree, is impressive. 

There are, however, many who deserve 
special recognition with whom we have 
made no contact. Who are these folk? 
Some of these are in communities we 
have not been able as yet to explore. 
The task of organization is an arduous 
one and takes time. The small group 
who have taken the initiative in the 
work of organizing chapters I am sure 
will shout, “Aye, aye,” to this. These 
leaders should be told how much the rest 
of us appreciate their labors. 

Some particularly effective teachers to 
whom we have paid no court are, how- 
ever, in communities we have scanned; 
for our method of selecting members, 
being a tool of human devising, is nec- 
essarily biased. No human being, of 
course, can escape bias, and while there 
is some safety in group judgment—this 
being usually less biased than individual 
judgment—there is still danger, with our 
method of selecting members what it is, 
of some inbreeding. We can not be 
truly mature until we have a deep in- 
sight into the tortuosities of our biases 
and have instituted reasonable curbs 
upon them—until we have achieved a 
high level of fairness and objectivity. 
Each chapter needs, hence, in my opin- 
ion, to keep challenging the thorough- 
ness of its canvass of candidates, as 
well as the true nature of the evidence 
it has considered, the criteria of merit 
it has relied upon. While simple fac- 
tionalism in a chapter can be only dev- 


astating, chauvinism is equally destruc- 
tive. I believe it important to include 
in the membership of the local groups 
individuals who differ in their contacts, 
experiences, and values. Any member,, 
furthermore, who proposes a candidate 
should expect challenging, instead® of 
being offended when it occurs. 

A third group of outstanding women 
teachers who are not numbered among 
us are those we have invited to join us, 
but who will have none of such recog- 
nition as membership in Delta Kappa 
Gamma implies—and this largely be- 
cause they either have no time for new 
responsibilities or because they disap- 
prove of some of our purposes or meth- 
ods. Can we learn anything from the 
reaction of this latter group—the group 
we should like as members but who, 
because of a conflict over principles, can 
not bring themselves to league with us? 
To be irritated by their rejection is 
childish; to say we made a mistake in 
our original assessment ef these women 
is a sour-grapes type of response. In 
fact, I should like to see a detailed study 
made of all rejections—a study that 
would include more than the formal, and 
probably polite, reasons given for refus- 
ing to accept membership. I should like 
to have the membership contemplate 
seriously the implications of the facts 
uncovered. 

I personally have listened to the mis- 
givings of a number of very distin- 
guished women who have been unwilling 
to join forces with us. How typical are 
the questionings I have heard, I do not 
know; but at least there has been sur- 
prising uniformity in them. Some women 
have challenged us as follows: Here is 
an organization: which proposes to honor 
women who have achieved success in 
teaching—and this in part because it 
was felt that in our male-dominated cul- 
ture women have not always had at the 
hands of men, and even sometimes at 
the hands of women, their just share 
of appreciation—and yet this very organ- 
ization withholds membership from a 
group of outstanding women teachers 
who need encouragement, if ever a group 
did. Membership is denied for the sim- 
ple reason that these women have yellow, 
red, or brown skins. Now you may say, 
“But can’t we draw any lines we please? 
After all, we have barred even men 
from our organization. Doesn’t any or- 
ganization, short of a world group, have 
to draw lines?” All of this is true, but 
isn’t it iilogical—and I say this knowing 
that some of my good friends will dis- 
agree with me—for an organization, 
pledged to the principles of. democracy 
and to the procurement for worthy 
women teachers of just recognition, to 
draw a color line. Are our values truly 
mature ones, if we can work whole- 
heartedly only for the benefit of our 
own racial kind? 

Another reason for refusal to join 
forces with us, which I have heard an 
uncomfortable number of times, is that 
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we are a secret organization. I have 
canvassed our purposes and program 
with our critics and can find no feature 
which I can see any point in keeping 
strictly secret. We are not an organiza- 
tion of the underground—thank God we 
live in a democracy—; we are not adoles- 
cents who need to acquire prestige, even 
if it is achieved only as a result of 
knowing shibboleth—many of us are 
grey or greying;—we have no purpose 
or program we need to conceal. Perhaps 
the deliberations regarding candidates it 
would be well, in order to spare feelings, 
not to publish to the world. I doubt, 


- however, whether a solemn oath of 


secrecy will keep these deliberations 
from being broadcast any more effec- 
tively than would an explanation or 
discussion of policy on the matter at 
the time candidates are under consid- 
eration. After all, being mature, we 
should be controlled by reason, not oaths. 
Ours should be an internal morality. 
Many responsible women are offended 
by having to take pledges. They are 
accustomed to take their word seriously, 
even when it is informally given. They 
hesitate to pledge obedience to a code 
or policy they are not familiar with in 
detail and the future implications of 
which may not be immediately appar- 
ent, Mind you, it is because these women 
are so responsible, because they do live 
by high principles, that our methods of- 
fend them. This should give us food for 
thought. 

I should like to linger longer over the 
problems of the selection of those to be 
accorded. recognition of one sort or 
other; but time is passing and there is 
much else to be reviewed. Let me com- 
ment briefly, however, on some of our 
methods of giving recognition, other 
than the one of conferring membership. 

One of these methods which seems to 
me particularly dignified and effective is 
that of writing about and acquainting 
ourselves with pioneer women educators. 
I am looking forward to our series of 
biographies of the heroic souls who have 
helped to blaze the trail in education in 
the United States. Too few of us appre- 
ciate fully by dint of what labors social 
progress is achieved; too few of us are 
generous enough to look back and be 
truly grateful; too few of us have seized 
the opportunities of discovering whence 
has come the greatness of our illustrious 
predecessors in the profession. Yet to 
be truly mature we must have perspec- 
tive, and this involves not only apprecia- 
tion of the relation of the present to the 
past but also a fairly accurate assess- 
ment of our own stature. Our thanks 
are due Dr. Helen Marshall for the able 
leadership she has given us in the work 
on biographies. 

I have pondered, in thinking of our 
ways of paying tribute to pioneer women 
educators, over our doll project, because 
it seems to me to smack of iconography, 
a device for leading simple minds. I be- 


. lieve us mature and intelligent enough 


not to need these concrete visual sym- 


bols of our illustrious pioneers, symbols 
which doubtless’ resemble the person 
represented only in the style of the 
garment worn. It occurs to me, however, 
that perhaps the dolls are for others, 
for the less mature, who will come to 
our museum and who will be lured by 
an attractive figurine—a trick of dress, 
perhaps—to tarry and read brief de- 
scriptions of the vivid struggles, the 
lofty aspirations of some courageous, 
far-sighted woman. If the figurines ac- 
complish this, they will have served a 
purpose. I hope, however, that instead 
of making the figurines the most im- 
portant part of the museum we establish 
to help interpret to us the past, we will 
make ideas our important collection and 
develop a library in which are gathered 
the writings, biographies, personal docu- 
ments—and if we must know their ex- 
ternal form—photographs, perhaps, of 
the women educators we revere. Such a 
library at our national headquarters 
might well be a repository for secondary 
as well as source material about women 
educators, modern and ancient, through- 
out the world. Perhaps we can be even 
more ambitious and make our library 
one which will inform us in detail of 
the course of change in the status of 
women in the United States. 

But we must, of course, not live too 
much with the past. Our powers must 
be deployed to support and encourage 
toilers of the present. Our chapters 
need to be more systematically alert 
for significant contributions that are 
being made to education and more vocal 
in commending and publicizing these, 
whether or not they represent the ac- 
tivities of our members. We can give 
space in our journal to significant new 
ideas and achievements of educators, 
men or women, for after all, the mature 
person values above most things ideas 
which help him to order his thinking 
about the world in which he lives. I 
should like to see us, for instance, select 
for presentation in our journal with the 
same care we select persons for honorary 
membership, outstanding ideas, pro- 
grams, and procedures. Would it not 
further our purposes both of support 
for the meritorious and of self educa- 
tion, if we were to call the attention 
of our members in some detail to the 
ten or twelve volumes or studies pub- 
lished each year that seem to a review 
committee most significant for education 
or social progress? 

Still another form of recognition. and 
support which I believe we can use with 
better effect than we have is that for 
candidates for office in state and local 
public agencies which cleave close to 
education, as well as in private educa- 
tional groups. Although we may not 
as an organization endorse a candidate 
for political office—and this seems to 
me a very wise provision—I believe it 
entirely in order that local groups 
should use some of the precious meeting 


time pooling information about, listen- 
ing to one. another’s evaluations of, 
candidates. I should even like to see 
state and local groups publish and cir- 
culate to their members the public rec- 
ords of candidates from among whom 
the members as individuals must choose 
their representative in various political 
and professional groups. Being informed, 
thus, better than they usually could be 
by their own individual efforts, our 
members should be able to choose more 
wisely their leaders. 

I think it also in order for chapters 
to use meeting time to stimulate their 
own thinking as to persons who would 
be particularly effective in public offices 
of various sorts. As individuals or by 
working in informal groups we may be 
able to persuade particularly competent 
individuals—persons who perhaps had 
not even considered seeking office—to 
risk the storms and stresses of public 
service. There can be no doubt that 
one of the great social problems 
of our time is the quality of our leader- 
ship. Perhaps by pooling our knowledge 
and insights we can help improve the 
leadership we have in education, at 
least. 

And now let me turn to a closely 
related purpose—that of furthering leg- 
islation beneficial to childrén, to schools, 
to education and to teachers. After four- 
teen years I find I value this purpose 
more rather than less than I did, for 
it seems to me a particularly effective 
way of implementing an intention we, 
as mature individuals, must have of pro- 
tecting and furthering the welfare of 
others. My appreciation of the diffi- 
culties which intelligent devotion to this 
purpose would entail I am sure is limited, 
but I have come with the years to see 
that achieving even a very small social 
gain usually takes a fabulous amount 
of labor on the part of many. Few 
worth-while laws, for instance, are 
passed without first suffering several de- 
feats. I am told that in Illinois it takes 
on an average of seven years to put 
through a piece of legislation and most 
of this legislation does not represent any 
radical advance. Although the effort 
needed would be great, I believe we can 
be as effective in the field of legislation 
for education as is the League of Women 
Voters for social legislation generally. 
Many of us will have to learn, however, 
what long hours of study it takes to 
determine first what is wise legislation. 
Those who listened last night to the dis- 
cussion of the Equal Rights Amendment 
were appraised anew of the complexity 
of significant social issues. Since many 
laws by the time they are enacted are 
out of date, we must be prepared to 
make allowances for social change. Laws 
are rigid and what we put into them 
should be the policy that on the basis 
of careful study we are convinced will 
not soon have to be changed. We must 
be prepared to hear all sides of a ques- 
tion, to probe into the motives of the 
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supporting and opposing groups, to con- 
sider fully questions of the intergear- 
ings of policy. I wish that we may ul- 
timately have in our membership many 
teachers of the law who can help in- 
terpret to us legal problems; but until 
we do, I hope we shall be able to cail 
freely on our legal friends for guidance. 
I am not implying, either, that the legal 
group have a corner on vision relative 
to educational objectives; but rather that 
their unique service to us, by virtue of 
their special training, can come in the 
form of guidance concerning the frame- 
work of legal procedures within which 
an objective can be attained. I mention 
this fact because many teachers, being 
properly awed by the techniques of law, 
are far too humble with respect to the 
contribution they can make to the con- 
tent of the law. 

If we are to be truly effective in sup- 
porting wise legislation, since the job of 
social education this involves is enor- 
mous, it will not be enough for us mere- 
ly to appeal to our members to wire 
their representatives. Though I do not 
have any accurate data on the matter, 
I am willing to wager that such a method 
does not motivate even ten per cent of 
our members. Hence I am suggesting 
the importance of planning campaigns 
in detail, of assigning specific tasks to 
specific persons and of following up 
assignments so that each member has 
the incentive of knowing that the other 
members are aware of and care whether 
she performs her task well. It seems 
to me desirable also that we make an 
effort to work with other organizations 
on these problems of the laws of the 
land. 


Our journal, I believe, should inform 
us in detail of at least all pending fed- 
eral legislation relevant to education and 
provide us with as unbiased statements 
as possible of the pro’s and con’s of each 
piece. I might say, at this point, that 
the debate we have had at our sessions 
on the Equal Rights Amendment has 
made my heart leap with joy. I hope 
it will set a precedent for future con- 
ventions. 

Since space in our journal is limited, 
I think it important to weigh carefully 
the relative values for our total group 
of material such as that I have sug- 
gested concerning federal activities and 
the type of personal item with which 


the pages of our journal have frequently - 


been loaded. 


Perhaps our national officers and na- 
tional committees can help local groups 
to plan their courses of action relative 
to those pieces of federal legislation 
deemed deserving of active support, or, 
for that matter, of resistance. 

Now all of this, of course, takes time 
and energy. But we do have an able 
membership. We have the power. I am 
convinced that what we need most is 


_more direction. As our membership 
_gtows we shall also have more inceme. 


Perhaps the time will soon come when 
our increased income will enable us to 
afford a legislative secretary who will 
devote her full time—since no less than 
full time will it take—to helping us be 
more effective with respect to our pur- 
pose of supporting and even of framing 
worth-while legislation. I believe it is 
none too early to begin laying aside 
money for our legislative program; to 
plan for it systematically in our budget. 
Since our purpose of lending support to 
significant social legislation is, in my 
opinion, a more important one than 
raising scholarships, I am ready to re- 
direct certain moneys that have usually 
been channelled into our scholarship 
fund to a fund for legislative action. 


And now one last comment on our 
method of recognizing and supporting 
worthy teachers. We have honored 


“women by naming our scholarships for 


them. Since these scholarships do repre- 
sent in a very intimate way our efforts, 
it does seem entirely proper to me that 
we should let the scholarships bear the 
names of the members who have served 
us best, the honor being the sort of 
intimate tribute that we see in families 
when a babe is given the name of some 


dearly beloved member. The problems 


of selecting the women to be honored 
by having a scholarship carry their 
name are many, of course. Hence, I 
am particularly in sympathy with a 
group which, in the face of a lack of 
entirely clear-cut evidence with respect 
to the relative merits of the services of 
several members, wishes to delay the 
naming of a scholarship. It might even 
be well, as a general policy, for us to 
stand off a bit and test service in terms 
of its implications through a substantial 
period of time. We always have a very 
strong tendency to overvalue: the: im- 
mediate. I believe also it is important 
to try to crystallize further our think- 
ing regarding the kind of values we 
shall put on the scale when we attempt 
to decide upon the relative merit of 
various services. 

This purpose of ours of raising funds 
which can be used to help able women 
extend their education I believe worthy 
and. mature, though, as I said before, 


-I think we should see it clearly as one 


of our purposes which it is relatively 
easy to achieve. 

I think it highly important in the mat- 
ter of the assignment of scholarships to 
set up such safeguards as will prevent 
us from, in effect, awarding financial 
aid only to those majoring in education. 
I am wondering whether in canvassing 
for those worthy of such assistance as 
our scholarships afford, we are giving 
enough consideration to persons whose 


‘theses are not to be in education. After 


all, most of our present college teachers, 
for instance, were not education majors. 


I am uncomfortable, too, about the 


-provision in our constitution which lim- 
its the location of state scholarships 


only to some teacher-training institution 
in the state which raises the scholarship. 
A graduate student majoring in mathe- 
matics, physics, philosophy, archeology, 
medicine, etc., who intends to teach, and 
by virtue of having taught creditably 
has become one of our members, might 
very well find that the best extension of 
her training can be obtained in some 
institution which offers no teacher-train- 
ing work and perhaps even lies outside 
of her state. It might even lie abroad. 
The important thing is that we help the 
most promising of those who apply to us 
for aid and in ways that will best round 
out the applicants’ training. For us to 
bind ourselves with rules which may 
interfere with this objective is unwise. 


Let me say in summary that I believe 
Delta Kappa Gamma has had a remark- 
able and, in the main, healthy growth. 
This growth is a tribute to the faith 
and toil of many. It must also be in- 
terpreted as indicating that there was 
and is a need for an organization with 
the purposes that Delta Kappa Gamma 
has. That our beloved first member, Dr. 
Blanton, sensed this need attests to her 
insight, to the accuracy and breadth 
of her vision. Delta Kappa Gamma has 
accumulated tremendous potential pow- 
er. She must now harness that power 
and make it serve broad social purposes. 
Nor can she afford to dissipate it on 


_too many activities. It is of pivotal im- 


portance for her to analyze most care- 
fully the values involved in the various 
programs of action she might adopt 
and to devote herself whole-heartedly 
only te the limited number of activities 
which promise the greatest return in 
human happiness. If she succeeds in 
directing her energies well, her contri- 
bution to human welfare will be rivalled 
by few and she will be proclaimed for 
what we know she is, the very essence 
of the spirit of united women of good 
will. 

Note. The editor requested Dr. Koch 
to send this talk for the Bulletin be- 
cause she has great respect and affec- 
tion for the writer. But it should be 
clearly understood that, in this article, 
Dr. Koch is expressing her own personal 
opinions only, and not in any way rep- 
resenting those of the other National 
Founders, who, almost unanimously, are 
opposed to the position which she takes 
upon most of these matters, each of 
which has another side for which good 
reasons can be offered. It is likely that, 
during the year, the Bulletin will pub- 
lish articles offering these reasons, not 
as opposed to Dr. Koch, but in reason- 
able defense of the position of the ma- 
jority ef the membership of Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma. It is likely that, if Dr. Koch 
had been able to take part more fre- 


quently in Delta Kappa Gamma activi- 


ties, she would understand more fully 
our practical problems, and would not 
assume that there is only one side to 
each of these questions. 


ANNIE WEBB BLANTON. 
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Questions and Answers 


1. Question: Why did. you not send 
out the fall circulars earlier? I did not 
' get mine in time to send my Bulletin 
letter by September 25. 

Answer: I attended the National Con- 
ference in Chicago and wished to include 
in the circulars what was decided there. 
The circulars were sent out at the usual 

date. The time when the November 
Bulletin materials would be due was 
published in the June Bulletin. 

2. Question: You mentioned at the 
Chicago Conference that you would re- 
sign the place of Executive Secretary 
in the fall of 1945. Why should you re- 
sign? We want you to stay on. 

Answer: I accepted the place of half- 
time secretary for five years. The period 
will be up in the fall of 1945, and I 
desire to give up the position at that 

time. I am deeply sensible of your kind- 
ness and of the kindiess of many others 


who have urged that I not take such 
action. But I am reaching an age where 
I need more rest and leisure, and I think 
Delta Kappa Gamma needs a younger 
woman in the office of secretary. More- 
over, the national organization now has 
two national officers from Texas. While 
we hold our positions, the-many other 
capable women in Texas, cannot hope 
to be selected for a national office. I 
think that, in 1945, I shall have served 
long enough. 

3. Question: Why is the meaning of 
our name Delta Kappa Gamma held a 
secret? 

Answer: You might ask yourself what 
would be the reaction if we announced 
it from the housetops. 

4. Question: Where do we get per- 
mits to purchase the Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma key and the -president’s pin? 

Answer: All permit cards are issued 
by me. A member should get her presi- 
dent to order the permit card, if she 


loses her key. In the case of the presi- 
dent’s pin, give the name of the presi- 
dent, her chapter, and state, and her 
years of service. Permit cards for presi- 
dent’s pins are not sent out in blank. 

5. Question: Why is it incorrect to 
use the term State Chapter? 

Answer: Some sororities do use the 
term, but ours does not. In Delta Kappa 
Gamma a chapter is a local organization 
having as its territory a city, or county, 
or a group of counties. An organization 
covering a state is called a State Or- 
ganization. 

6. Question: What recent ruling was 
made about Delta Kappa Gamma women 
in the armed service? 

Answer: The ruling was that women 
in any branch of the armed service may 
be given leave of absence for the dura- 
tion of the service. Such members are 
not to be required to pay fees during 
this time, and their places on the chapter 
roll must be kept for them.

7 Texas State Organization of Del- 
ta Kappa Gamma has claimed the 
privilege of presenting to our national 
gallery of pioneer-women-teachers-in- 
effigy, a figurine representing the founder 
of this fraternity. In honoring Annie 


‘Webb Blanton as a pioneer Texas teach-

measures for educational progress, to 
the advancement of which her dynamic 
qualities have so largely contributed. 
Not only has her teaching been a source

Professor of School Administration in 
a state university, she has not only faced 
the practical problems of education in 
a democracy, but has set forth intelli- 
gently to aid in solving them. Out of 
these interests grew the motive which 
actuated the founding of Delta Kappa 
Gamma. 

The members of the committee ap- 
pointed to secure a figurine to represent 
Dr. Blanton are well aware that no 
artist could ever capture through such 
a medium the special charm and radi- 
ance of spirit that characterize the liv- 
ing presence of this great woman. The 
figure presented is the work of a talented 
young sculptor, Judith Moffatt, of Aus- 
tin, Texas.

Presentation Speech by Eula Lee 
Carter 


E idea of the presentation of the 

Texas figurine that we bring to the 
National Organization today was con- 
ceived during the administration of Mrs. 
Sadie Ray Powell, immediate past State 
President; the work was directed by 
Mrs. Lalla Odom, one of our National 
Founders; and the many Texas Chap- 
ters contributed cheerfully to the com- 
pletion of the project. 

If a pioneer is one who sees into the 
future, one who goes ahead, one who 
builds bridges into the tomorrow, then 
truly Dr. Annie Webb Blanton is a 
pioneer, spelled with capital letters. 
Born of illustrious pioneer parents “deep 
in the heart of Texas”, her motto from 
childhood might have been—a pioneer 
was I born and a pioneer shall I live. 
In order to fit herself for her chosen 
profession, she did not stop with the 
degrees of Bachelor of Literature and 
Master of Arts from the University of 
Texas, but moved on to take a Doctor 
of Philosophy degree from the Univer- 
sity of Cornell. 

In the same manner in which she 
dared to believe that only the best was 
good enough for our boys and girls in 
the realm of well prepared teachers, she 
has also dared to believe in equal op- 


portunities for women, and militantly to 
‘fight for the rights of American women 


in every walk of life; and she has in- 
telligently dedicated her every energy 
to bringing about this most desired end 
of womankind. Both by precept and 
example she has led the way. In the 


school room her experience has ranged 
from being a rural.teacher to holding 
a full professorship in the University 
of Texas; in the political field she fought 
for the franchise for women, and having 
won that, she has served by being elected 
the first and only woman State Superin- 
tendent of Education of Texas. The 
far-reaching effects of her administra- 
tion are still being felt in the Lone Star 
State. Many other offices has she held. 
Her membership in honorary, profes- 
sional, and civic organizations makes a 
lengthy list—honorary Phi Beta Kappa, 
Pi Lambda Theta, Pi Gamma Mu, Kap- 
pa Delta Pi, American Association of 
University Women, American Associa- 
tion of University Professors, Daughters 
of the American Revolution, and many 
others. A writer of books, a loyal friend, 
a dreamer of dreams is Annie Webb 
Blanton. 

But it is as Founder of Delta Kappa 
Gamma that we know and love her best. 
Since May 11, 1929, she has given of 
her every talent to the organization of 
this Society and to building into the 
lives of some 20,000 teachers the prin- 
ciples of Delta Kappa Gamma. By car, 
by train, and by bus, she has travelled 
the length and breadth of the United 
States to organize sixty-eight chapters 
and to do all or part of the work in 
organizing thirty-five States. As first 
National President, and as Executive 
Secretary “she hath given all that she 
hath”. 

As she was resting in her room last 
Saturday evening after reaching this 
hotel, fatigued from the multiple duties 
incumbent upon her, I said, “If you had 
known, back in 1929, how much work, 
and how many heartaches were entailed 
in the organization of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma, would you have begun it?” Her 
quick answer was, “I would say, ‘Lead 
me to it!’” 

In her, the Past and the Present look 
confidently into a Future in which we 
shall all walk and be not afraid. I give 
you our Texas figurine, Dr. Annie Webb 
Blanton.

Miss M. Edith Campbell, Associate 
Director, Department of Personnel Serv- 
ices, Cincinnati Public Schools. Former 
President, Board of Trustees, Ohio State 
University. Active in framing and re- 
codification of the Ohio Children’s Code 
and in both the 1930 and 1940 White 
House Conferences on Children and their 
follow-up committees. 

Mrs. Myers Y. Cooper, wife of former 
Governor Cooper, Columbus, Ohio. 

Mrs. Cooper has always been inter- 
ested in public affairs. It was while 
Mr. Cooper was Governor of Ohio that 
she became interested in organizing the 
State Ohio Library Association for Ohio 
Authors. The organization bears the 
name of its founder, “The Martha Kin- 
ney Cooper Ohioana Library.”

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serenity and forgetfulness of self had 
kept her nerves steady and enabled her 
to discipline others with apparent ease.” 
One of her pupils declared, “All she had 
to do was to put out her hands and the 
room got quiet and we went to work.” 
Another student said, “You couldn’t lie 
to Miss McClanahan; she just sat there 
so quietly and looked at you until you 
talked yourself into telling her the 
truth.” Her superintendent called her 
“a princess.” 

On July 2, there was another tragedy 
in the death of Ruth Flowerree, after 
so brief an illness that her death was 
not known beyond her family and most 
intimate friends. Miss Flowerree had 
been a teacher in the Kansas City high 
schools, but for a number of years, had 
been Chief Clerk in the Recommenda- 
tions Bureau of the University. Through 
the duties of this office she knew and 
was known by a wide circle of friends, 
especially among the teachers of the 
state. Her happy disposition made her 
beloved by all who knew her. She was 
a member of L.S.V. honorary group of 
senior women in the University, of Delta 
Kappa Gamma, and of Pi Lambda Theta; 
she was also active in the American 
Association of University Women. She 
had been a leader in forming the Busi- 
ness and Professional Women’s Class in 
the Methodist Sunday School. 

On Sunday afternoon, July 25, her 
many friends gathered in the Methodist 
Church for a simple but reverent memo- 
rial service. It is impossible to pay 
adequate tribute to her life. She is one 
of those “who rest from their labors, 
and their works do follow them.”

Principal of Alexander Elementary. School, 
Shreveport, Louisiana 


with meanings and memories too deep 
for translation into words. Such a hero- 
ine, Mary Malvina Dingle, began life’s 
journey in Palmyra, Missouri, on August 
4, 1873. Mary Dingle was the second 
daughter of Marcus and Eliza Robinson 
Dingle. She received her primary and 
elementary education in the private 
schools of Palmyra. With her family, 
Mary Dingle moved to Shreveport, Loui- 
siana, in 1887, and completed her sec- 
ondary education at Miller’s Male and 
Female College of Shreveport in 1889. 
At the early age of sixteen Mary M. 
Dingle had chosen the teaching profes- 
sion for her career. She was graduated 
as valedictorian of her class from the 
Louisiana State Normal College,: located 
at. Natchitoches, Louisiana, in 1896. 
Four years later she received her 
diploma at the Louisiana Chautauqua in 
Ruston, Louisiana, from New York 
Chautauqua. Never once did Mary M. 
Dingle falter in her efforts to grow 


‘within her profession. Her in-service 


training has continued since she first 
began her training and teaching of ele- 
mentary school children. Miss Dingle 
has done extension work with the Uni- 


versity of Chicago and with the Loui- 
siana State University. She did residence 
work also for a number of summers at 
Louisiana State University and was 
granted therefrom her undergraduate 
and Master’s degrees. Mary M. Dingle 
has twenty-six hours of post-graduate 
work toward a Ph.D. degree to her 
credit. Her most enjoyable summer vaca- 
tions have been those she has spent in 
study and research. She was untiring 
in her quest. for knowledge and truth. 
In her efforts to keep abreast in her 
profession Miss Dingle has maintained 
membership in the National Education 
Association and in the Louisiana State 
Teachers’ Association for many years. 
For the past twenty years she has been 


a member of the Elementary Principals’ — 


department of the National Education 
Association. 

The professional services of Mary M. 
Dingle extend over a period of fifty 
years. All but one year of this half 
century of service to the youth of the 
nation has been spent in the public ele- 
mentary schools of Shreveport, Loui- 
siana. Twenty of these years were de-

Eleanor Troxell, Michigan’s First 
Honorary Member 


N MAY, 1941, at the State Delta Kappa 

Gamma meeting in Detroit, Miss 
Eleanor Troxell was initiated as Michi- 
gan’s first state honorary member. Her 
local membership was with Epsilon 
Chapter, where, though no financial obli- 
gations were expected, she contributed 
to all special funds and also made a gift 
to Epsilon Chapter, which is to be used 
for a brass vase when these are again 
available. On May 29, 1943, at her home 
in Kalamazoo, Michigan, her earthly 
connections were severed with this or- 
ganization, her church, relatives, national 
and local educational groups, friends 
and acquaintances. Her twin brother, 
with whom she had had the closest rela- 
tionship during her entire life, was with 
her at the time. 

Miss Troxell was born in Baltimore, 
Maryland, November 25, 1874. When she 
was a young girl, the family moved to 
Evanston, Illinois. Here she attended 
Northwestern Preparatory School. 


She did not begin her work as a 
teacher as soon as she finished high 
school, as was the case with some of her 
contemporaries. She first worked as a 
seamstress and later as an interior dec- 
orator. She found keenest joy in both 
of these occupations. This work cer- 
tainly helped to give that breadth of 
background which was so noticeable in 
all of her work. Finally she decided that 
she wanted to teach, so that she might 
work with children. About 1905, she 
entered the Teachers College at DeKalb, 
Illinois. Her early teaching experiences 
were at Byron and Chicago Heights, 
Illinois. While taking work at Chicago 
University, she was a teacher in the 
Laboratory School. Her A.B. and A.M. 
degrees were from Columbia University. 


Miss Troxell came to Kalamazoo~-as 
Primary Supervisor, sixteen years ago, 
from the State Teachers College, Mont- 
clair, New Jersey. She had also served 
as supervisor in Teachers Colleges at 
Dillon, Montana, and at Bloomsburg, 
Pennsylvania. No supervisor could have 
been more loved by the teachers with 
whom she worked. She never visited a 
teacher without finding something to 
commend. A few quotations from her 
notes for general meetings with her 
teachers reveal the breadth and depth 
of her philosophy. “Let us try more 
than ever to keep our hearts warm to- 
ward children, toward parents, toward 
one another.” “We-must keep in mind 
that to teach any subject as a subject 
thwarts the whole purpose of teaching. 


In Memoriam 


Every experience of children should be 
an enrichment of living; it should make 
them more capable of helping them- 
selves and others; it should give them 
a greater capacity for joy in living.” 
“Character education means to do the 
best. possible thing in each situation.” 

Through the years Miss Troxell was 
very active in local, state and national 
organizations. She served as national 
secretary-treasurer and Michigan state 
president of the Association for Child- 
hood Education. Her long membership 
on the Child Welfare Board of the Kala- 
mazoo Council of Social Agencies gave 
her opportunity for wide community 
service. 

She retired from her regular school 
work in June, 1942, and looked forward 
to writing a book on “The Humanness 
of Supervision.” Because of her superior 
ability, .her services were frequently 
sought and gladly given to Parent- 
Teacher meetings, planning for wartime 
nursery schools, and social agencies. She 
began to realize that she could not give 
so much time to these things and still 
have time to work on this book in which 
she was so much interested, and for the 
writing of which she had such a rich 
background. Just three chapters were 
completed when she left. Those who 
know her well think that literature in 
the field of education would have been 
richer if this book could have been com- 
pleted. 

Her other writings show the breadth 
of interests; literature, nature and 
travel. Her books for teachers and 
children are widely known. She wrote 
“Language and Literature in the Ele- 
mentary Grades” and was chairman of 


‘the Committee of the Michigan Associa- 


tion for Childhood Education which 
compiled “A Science Bulletin.” Of chil- 
dren’s books she was coauthor of the 
following: “Pammy and His Friends,” 
“Baby Animals,” “In Field and Forest,” 
“By the Roadside” and “On Singing 
Rails,” and of the nature booklets, “Hop, 
Hop, Hop,” “Come and See,” and “A 
Look at the Weather.” 

Her spiritual beauty tended to lift to 
a higher level all of those with whom 
she came in contact. All are saddened 
by the great loss, but must be heartened 
by the thought expressed by one of her 
closest friends, who said, “We are all 
better for having had her with us.”

Julia Schultz 
Alpha Nu Chapter, Texas 


ISS JULIA SCHULTZ, charter and 

honorary member of Alpha Nu 
Chapter of Texas, and pioneer teacher, 
passed peacefully away on August 29, 
at the home of Miss Lillie Poggenpohl, 
her niece. 

She was born in Corpus Christi in 
1860. When she was eight years old, she 
lost her mother and was placed in the 
Convent of Divine Providence, where she 
remained for four years, under the super- 
vision of Mother St. Claude. Then she 
came to Laredo in 1872 to make her 
home with her uncle, the late Peter 
Steffian. Her education was completed 
under the Reverend Mother Joseph in 
the old Ursuline Academy on the banks 
of the Rio Grande. 

In 1892 Miss Julia began her career as 
a teacher. She had every qualification 
necessary for filling the profession, in- 
cluding intelligence, patience, firmness, 
application, and unusual understanding 
of the child, and these traits endeared 
her to her young pupils and brought out 
the best in them. It took ingenuity to 
teach in those days in Laredo. She first 
taught under Superintendent Parker, and 
then under the superintendents Pierce, 
d’Antin, and Christen. 

It was most interesting to hear Miss 
Julia tell of the various school buildings 
she had taught in. The first was in the 
old Court House where the old Laredo 
High School now stands on San Agustin 


: a beloved charter member and adviser, on 
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Plaza. Then the teaching quarters were 
moved to a building on Jarvis Plaza and 
from there to the old Moser Building. 
She served as principal, with eight teach- 
ers assisting her, in the Urbahn School, 
for fifteen years. 

In practically every family in Laredo 
will be found her ex-pupils. Her infiu- 
ence has been like that of a pebble cast 
into a pond—quiet, gentle, sure—sending 


ripples to the farthest reaches. of the - 


grass-edged shore. 

Many’ well-deserved honors had been 
given her, but the one she prized most 
was that of being a member of the Alpha 
Nu Chapter of Delta Kappa Gamma. 

Another activity of which “Miss Julia” 
felt justly proud was her membership 
over a long period of years in the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. She also remembered 
with satisfaction, mingled with sadness, 
her services as volunteer nurse at Fort 
McIntosh during the terrible influenza 
epidemic in World War I in 1918. She 
was a true Christian, a devout and sin- 
cere member of St. Peter’s Catholic 
Church, and gave liberally of her time 
to all church activities. 

“Miss Julia” has not gone. She lives 
on in the hearts and minds of those 
whom she inspired with her lofty ideals 
and helped with her sound counseling, 
throughout her long patient years in the 
schoolroom.

Each fall, the Bulletin publishes a 
table of members and chapters as a 
compilation by which we may measure 
a year’s progress. The total member- 
ship this year of 19,394 members shows 
a gain over 18,252, the total of the pre- 
ceding year, of 1,142 members or a gain 
of a little more than 6%. This does 
not, however, represent the complete 
gain, as more than 800 members lost 
during the year, were replaced. The 
total of 577 chapters is a gain over last 
year’s 551 chapters of 26 chapters. These 
figures are remarkable when we con- 
sider that, during this last year of soul- 
trying war conditions, most of the great 
national organizations have suffered un- 
usual loss in membership, without the 
encouraging gains which have been the 
lot of Delta Kappa Gamma. 


We owe this situation, probably, (1) 
to the indomitable spirit and unremitting 
efforts of our National President; (2) 
to a group of capable state presidents 
who “let nothing them dismay”; (3) to 
unusual committee chairmen who have 
proposed and pursued plans for inter- 
esting work so pleasant and so worth- 
while that we forgot our troubles in 
prideful service; and (4) to those in- 
trepid workers in the field, the 577 chap- 


ter presidents, who marched, each 


abreast with her troup, gathering re- 
cruits as she went, and bearing messages 
of good cheer. 


This has been a hard year, and we 
are proud of them all! 


We should not, however, draw the 
mistaken conclusion, that but little re- 
mains to be done. 


As to organization, we still have the 
quota of members to secure, in nearly 
all of the states. Aside from numbers, 
there is a necessary goal to be reached 
in “drilling our recruits” in Delta Kappa 
Gamma ways and customs, and in de- 
veloping both state and national spirit. 
There are several of our states that, 
at present, have nothing beyond the 
state organization, and have still to plan 
and develop the chapters which will 
eventually make up the quota of each 
state. 


Along with these home undertakings, 
we shall probably, as our President sug- 
gests, venture into other countries.
